The principal objects worthy of notice are, 
the Mansion House, a handsome stone building in the 
centre of the town; the- Town Hall, containing a Free 
Cframmar School, as well as the apartnkents for the corpo- 
isukioB business i the Church of St. George, erected on 
the site. of an. ancient castle, a spacious edifice, con- 
taining a ciirious antique. foot, and a good oigao; arid 
the- theatre, well-frequented during the Races/ which 
usually take place in .the last week of September, and 
continue four days. Here likewise are several Meeting'- 
houses, an Hospital, a Dispensarv, a Workhouse, and 
aeveral other Charitable Institutions. On the Race 
Ground, which is near the town* there is aa elegant and 
eommodiouir stand for the accommodation of the specta- 
tors.

In tbe market-place is a hamlsome ilated 
Doric colamn* and in a field about half a mile distant* 
are three immense stones called the Arrows, generelly 
supposed to have been erected by the Romans. It was 
at BoroQghbridge Edward II. delSeated the Earl of 
Lancaster. Pop, 860. /mis/ the Greyhounds, the 
Crown. 

DISHFORTH. /im/ the Swan. 
ItiORTH ALLERTON, in Yorkshire, is situated on an 
eminence, and has a spacious mariLet-place, a Gothic 
Churchy and a Prison, erected on Mr. HoirenTs plan. 
Near this town took place the celebmted battle of the 
Standard, at which King David was defeated by the 
Barons. The spot still retains the name of Staadard 
'Uill, and some caverns near it are suppoied to be the 
places where the Scots were buried, jpofi.

Newcastle also possesses seyeral Chapels of Ease, 
Meeting*houaes for various^ classes of dissenters, a Lite- 
rary and Philosophical Society, which has obtained con- 
siderable reputation; a Dock Yard, where very fine 
vessels are built; a Lunatic Hospital, a L]ring-in Hospt* 
tal, an Infirmarf, a Grammar School, a Dispensary, and 
several other Charitable Institutions. Newcastle waa 
the birth-place of Admiral CoUingwood, and one of the 
streets bears his name. Pop. S5,181. Inns; the 
Crown and Thistle, the Cock, the Shakspeare, the 
Queen's Head, the Tuik's Head. 

MORPETH, in Northumberland, is situated on the 
Wansbeck, and is remarkable for its weekly cattle -market, 
the laigest in England, except that of Smithfield. It has 
a Town Hall, erected in 1714, by the Earl of Carlisle^ 
from designs by Vanbrugh, and a Free School founded 
by. Edward VI. Here abo is the County GaoU Only 
some, fragments of the ancient castle now remain. Pop. 
4292. Inns ; the Queen's Head, the Phoenix. 

ALNWICK, the county-town of Northumberland, is 
only remarkable for the Castle, the residence of the 
Puke of Northun^berland^ This noble mansion, which 
is situated on the S. bank of the Alue, is said to have 
been founded by the Romans, and to have come into the 
posse«M<m pf the present proprietors la^eeatovs » ISVO*

burgh iaa atand and excellent turf racing ground^ whera

LEITH, the aea-port of Edinburgh, aituated at the 
Qioiith of the river of the aame name* The principal 
objecta worthy of notice are,the I>ocka»compriaing nore 
than ten English acrea, and capable of containiiig 150 
Vfeasela, constructed from a deaign by Renaie ; the Tri- 
nity Houae,a handsome building of Grecian architecture, 
Erected in 1817; the Grammar School; the Tolbooth 
and the Weigh House, both ancient buildings; the 
Bank, erected in 1806; the Exchange^ containing s^ 
liasembly-room, a eofiee.room, a aale-room, a aobscrip- 
tton^room, and a reading-room: the Cuatom and Excise 
bifice on the N. aide of the harbour; the Church of 
North Lelth, with a handaome portico of the lonie 
order ^ the Chain I'ier, erected dv Captain Brown, ia 
1831 ; and the Seafield Baths, a noble edifice, comprising 
baths, of every description, as well aa an hotel.

Thesmackt 
vbich sail between tbis port and London, are elegantly 
fitted up ; and the ateam-yesBels, which sail fegularly 
during the sununer, often accomplish' the voya^ in leas 
than 60 hours. There is also a ferry from Leith to the 
i»pposite coast of Fife.

A little \o the W. of Leith is NeUfhanen, whence the 
markets of Edinburgh are principally supplied with fish. 

EDINBURGH is remarkable for its elevated and sin- 
gular situation,' being built upon three hills, the central 
ridge of which is occupied by the Old Town, and 
terminated by an inaccessib^ rock> on which stands 
the Castle ; and the Northern side ia occupied by the 
district generally called, the New Town. The commu- 
nicaUon . between the Old and New Towns is formod 
1^ an immense Earthen Mound, commenced in 1783, 
taiA. consisting of upwards of 1,500,000 cart-loads of 
earth, which are now formed into a solid mass, capabfe 
of supporting buildinga. 

The principal public edifices of Edinburgh are, the 
Castle, containing the Governor's houae, barracks, bat- 
teries, a store-room, and arsenal, with S0,000 stand «tf 
arms, a chapel, the apartment where James VL, of 
of Scotland, and I. of England was bom, and a room Ih 
wtiich is deposited the Scottish regalia ; the Palace of 
Holyrood House, where may be seen portraits of 111 
monaichs of Scotland, a curious painting of Charles I. 
imd his queen going out hunting* and the apartmeiins of 
the unfortunate Mary ; the ruins of the Abbey of Holy- 
YoodHouse^ and the Royal Chapel, contiguodb to which 
in the height called Arthur's Seat, 82d feet above the 
level of t(he sea; the Parliament House, formerly thfe 
place where the* Scottish parliament met, but now occu- 
pied by the Courts of Law and the Advocate's Library, 
in front of which is a fine equestrian statue of Charles 
n. *, the Register Office, a noble edifice; erected as a 
depository for the Records of the kmgdom; the New 
County • Hall, built as an imitation of the Temple of 
£iectheus, in the Acropolis at Athens ; the £xciiife 
Office, « haadaome edifice in St. A&dmr's Squaie,M|eF-

fimiting the four cardinal points ; the Royal College of 
Physicians, an elegant imttation of ancient Ofecian Ar- 
chitecture ; the New Assembly Rooms in Geoige Street ; 
Ae Theatre, at the north bridge, a plain buiMing, but 
elegantly fitted up,* Lord Melville's Column, in St. 
Aftdiew^s Square, a copy of Trajan's at Rome ; the New 
PVfson and Bridewell, two large buildings on the Calton 
Hm ; the oiBee of ^e Insumnce Companies ; the Cale- 
donian Theatre, at the commencement of the Lehh 
Rciad; Nelson's Monument on the Calton Hill ; ih6 
North and South Bridges, and Regent's Bridge, with 
Watecioo Place, consisting of well-built houses. Be- 
sides these nuhieimis edifices, a national Monnment, to 
neftemble the Parthenon at Athens, was commenced en 
the Calton Hill in 1S22> and promises to rival in magni- 
ficence every other buiklHig. 

Edinburgh possesses sixty-four ' places of public 
worship ; one of the most remarkable- is St. Giles's 
Church, an ancient Gothic fabric, forming the N. side 
^•Parlianent Square, and conipriiring the High Chtt^ch, 
in Which are seats for the King, the Judges, Magistracy, 
1$^ the- Old Church under the gi«at tower, the Tolbooth 
Churchy and the Nmr North or lladdo's Hole Church. 
I* this edifice are deposited the remains of James, Earl 
«f Munay, Regttnt of Scotland, bf the Marquis' of Moh- 
tr^Me, who'pertahed by the hand of the executioner, «nd 
0t Napier, th^ inventor of ' logarithms. The buildings . 
in ^c adjacent square stand on thesillk of th^ cemetery 
of St. Giles, in which the celebrated Knox was buried.

DAMH£AD BRIDGE. Near this place is Oim 
Targt one of the most beautiful and romantic g^ena m 
Scotland ; and beyond it is Monerieffif Hili, commandtnr 
an exquisite prospect, having on the S. the beauCiftai 
valley . of Strathem, and on the N* that of the Tay, ift 
which stands the city of 

. PER.TH, situated on the banks of theriver, over which 
Ih^e is a fine bridge. It has manulactories of limmy 
leather, paper, and cotton, and an extensive salmoa 
fishery. This city has often been the residence of the 
Scottish kings, and here J^mes I. was assassinated.

apparatus; the Town House and Prison in Castle- street, 
ftpntaining a small armoury, and an instrument for^ in- 
flicting capital punishment resembling the Guillotinev^ 
the Bridewell, opened for the reception of culprits in 
IB09; and the New Bridge, of a single arch, in Union. 
Street. .

It has tan»wofks, lope- 
walks, and manuiactories of linen and thread. The 
salmon flshe^es in the N. and S. Esk also form a eonsi* 
deiable branch of commerce.

RHAYADER, in Racfnorshire, is a small town on the 
Wye ; it ha^ a Town HalL beneath .which is the market* 
place, a neat modern Church, a rree-scbool, and a 
Meetillg*house.

The visiter shouM likewise notice the New Court'* 
house or Shire Hall, a poble building of Mindstone; the 
Bishop's Palace, an edifice of mean appearance, tlK>ugh 
containing some elegant apartments ; the Collie, a ve** 
nerable pile, inhabited by the vicars choral; the County 
Gaol, with a gate of the Tascan order; the Theatre, the 
nursery of a Clive, a Siddons, and a KemUe; the Angel 
Inn, in Wide-M^rsh Street, remarkable as tl^e , birth- 
place of Garribk; the ruins of a'Monasterv of' Black 
raafs| tJbningsby^s 'Hospital, near the Wide-Marsn 
Chite; thelnfiihnary^ the Lunatic Asylum^ thre^ChUrchu 
besides the Cathedral ; and the Race^coufse. * 

Here alsovre several Charitable Institutions, and Meet* 
log-houses. The principal uuinufacture is that of gloves, 
but liats and flannels are likewise made here. The chief

of Worcester, Hereford, and Gloucester, is held l»fefe 
triennially for the performance of oratorios, and the pro- 
fits ate appropriated to charitable purposes.

LEATHEEHEAD, in Surrey, is situated oa the Mole, 
which, having sunk into the earth at Mickteham, near 
the foot of Box Hill, re-appears at a short distance from 
this place. The town stands on a ridge, and in the vici- 
nity ate sevenl elegant seats. Pop, 147S. Inn$ the 
Swan. • 

About three miles beyond Leatherhead is Box BUi, 
remarkable for the extent and beauty of its prospects. 

DORKING, in Surrey, is famous for its fowls, which 
ate remaikably large, and have Ave claws on each foot. 
It has a Church and a Town House, and the vicinity, 
which is remarkable for its beautiful scenery, abounds 
with mansions and villas.

OCKLEY or 9rON£ STREET, in Surrey, commands 
a fine view of LeUh Hili, the highest eminence in the 
county.

bishop Abbot and Mr. Speaker Onslow ; Abbot's Hoe^ 
pital, the chape) of which is adorned w ith curious painted 
glass and several portraits, and in the record room of 
which the Duke of Monmouth was confined in 1685, on 
his way to London ; the Marketiimise,a hMdaome buiUU 
ing, erected in 1819; and the Town Hall, containing 
portraits of James I., Charles II., James II., WiUiam 
III. and. his QueefiA and a picture of Sir R. Onslow 
receiving the Dutch, flag after the victory in 17^7, 
painted hy Russel, who was a native of.

Churchy delightfully situated on the banks of the Avon,' 
is approached by an avenue of lime-trees ; in the chan- 
cel IS the celebrated bust of the poet, in front of which 
he and his wife are buried. The Town Hall in High' 
Street^ erected at the time of the Jubilee in honour of 
Shakspeare, in 1769, is adorned with an excellent statue 
of Shakspeare^ presented by Garrick ; and in the interior 
iure three fine portraits^ ShidLspeare, painted by Wilson ; 
Garrick, by Gainsborough; and the buke of Dorset, by' 
a pupil of Reynolds. In the High Street, also, are the 
remains of an ancient cross, and at a short distance those 
of the Chapel of Holy Cross ; and near them the Guild- 
hall, the lower part of which is occupied as a Grammar 
School.

HENLEY IN ARDEN, a small town, in the market 
place of which are the vestiges of an ancient cross. Its 
name is derived from its situation in the ancient forest of 
Aiden. • Pop, 1249.

HAY, in Brecknockshire, is seated on the Wye, where' 
it receives the little river Dulais. The Chaich is de- 
lightfully situatedj and contains a curious ancient silver 
cup. On an eminence may be seen the renaains of the 
Castle.

BRECON, or BRECKNOCK, is delightfuHy situated 
at the confluence of the Honddu with the Usk. The 
principal objects deserving attention are, the remains of 
the Castle, consisting chiefly of the Keep, called Ely 
Tower, from having been the prison of Morton, bishop 
of Ely, and the supposed sc^ne of his conference with 
the Duke of Buckingham, respecting the union of the 
houses of York and Lancaster ; the ruins of the ancient. 
Priory, founded in the reign of Henry I. ; the County 
Gaol outside the town, erected on Mr. Howard's plan ; 
the Church of St. John the Evangelist, situated on the 
same eminence as the Castle, and adorned with seveial 
monuments ; St. Mary's Church, with a noble steeple 
ninety feet in height ; St. David's Church, a neat edito, on ■ 

theN.bank of the Usk;andChrist Church Collqse* in the 
sante part of the town, consisting of a church, a dwelling 
hou8e,'which has been the residence of several bishops of. 
St David's, a Free Grammar School, and several cottages, 
lliere are also several Meeting Houses^ and Charitable: 
Institutions.. '

Sussex Agricultural Society are held in this town, and 
here was buried the celebrated William Huntington, 
over whose grave is an epitaph^ written by -himself. 
The maikets of Lewes are well supplied, and there is' 
an annual fair, at which from 60 to 80,000 sheep ftie 
sold. 

On a hill, about three-quarters of a mile from the 
towUt is a Race-ground, considered one of the finest in 
England, and a commodious stand for the visiters.

The Univeraity, which is situated 
IB this city, and is one of the most cetebrated in Europe^ 
contains twenty colleges and five halls, all of which are 
more or less remarkable. The following deserve parti- 
cular notice* All Souls' College, foui^ed in 1437, by 
Chichel^, archbishop of Canterbury, with a hall, con- 
taining various paintings and sculptures, a fine statue of 
Judge Blackstone, by Bacon, and an excellent picture 
of the Finding of the La^, by Sir J.Thomhill ; a chapel, 
ornamented with a fine Noli me tanggre, painted hy 
llengsi and a library, in which are several vases and 
hiusts, and, amongst the latter, one of the founder, by 
Boubiliac ;-~Baliol College, founded in 1269, by John 
de Baliol, father of John Baliol, king of Scotland, with 
a chapel, adorned by windows of beautifully-painted 
dassj-r^orpus ChristL College, founded in 1516, by 
Fpx, bisbnp of Winchester, having, in its centre, a curi^ 
ous dial, ami in the chapel an altar-piece, by Rubens ;— * 
Christ Chnrch College, founded in 1535, by Cardinal 
Woisey, and worthy of notipe for the bell> called Great

The pxincipal churches of Oxford are St. Mary% a 
Cothio structurei in the High Street, alteaded hi the 
cliief members of the University, except on pnttienlar' 
days ; All Saints, likewise in High Street, a ihie building 
of the Corinthian order; and St. Pete»*s lit the fia%t, 
a curious specimen of Saxon archilteture, in the eesae*' 
tery of whieh ia buried Heame the antiquarian. The 
otlmr churches present nothing worlhy of notice.

WITNEY,; in Oxfordshire, has long been ihmous for 
its blankets and other thick woollens. It is a well-built 
and <Jmerful town,, with seveml handsome edifices, the 
principal of which are, the Church, a spacious Gothic 
structure, with sevemi ancient monoihents; the Town 
Hall, a modem erection with a market-place beneath ; 
and the Staple or Blanket Hall. Pop. 9837. Irms; the 
Staple Hall fam> the Lamb. 

BUHPORD, in Oxfordshire, is situated on an emi- 
nence on the Windrush, the meanderings of which, in 
the vicinity, pmsent a singular spectacle. It formerly 
carried on a laige manufacture of woollen cloths and 
malt, bub both diese branches of trade are declining. 
The Chureh is a handsome fsbric with a fine ispire. ^ At 
this place Dr. Heylin was bom, and in a house here is 
a celebrated picture of Sit Thomas More's family/ by 
Holbein.

NORTHLEACH, in Gloucestershire, was formerlr 
renarkabie for its clothing trade, which has now much 
declined. The Church is a handsome building, and it 
has a Free Grammar School . A short distance from the 
town is. the County Bridewell. Pop.' 779. /itiif/ the 
King's Head, the Sherborne Anns.

The houses 
9» principally ranged in one stieety nearly a mUe loMt, 
though there are nnmerons other buildings elected in 
the vicinity within a few yean- The principal' ofajects 
deserving notice aie» the New Chnsch, a handsome edi- 
fice^ elected in 1821; the Well Walfc^ an degant and 
shaded promenade, about SOO yards in length ; the Spa^ 
or Long Room, built in 1775, for the accommodation of 
persons taking the watery : the Montpellier Pump Room, 
a spacious and handsome building, erected by Mr. 
Thompson^ and ornamented with a statue of Hygeia 1 
the Montpellier Walks and Rides, comaumding tne 
views of the adjacent country ; the Assembly Rooms in 
the purinctpal street, on the g^und*fleot of which auc- 
tions take place every day dur&ng the season ; the Baths, 
which am commodiously fitted up ; the Theatre, situated 
in Cambray Mead; and the Old Church,, a stated builds*, 
ing^with an elegant spire, near the centre of the town. ' 

Cheltenham has also seveml other Mineml Springs, 
Ooardin^ Houses, a Bowling Gueen, Billiard Rooms, 
Circulatmg Libraries, a well-supplied Market House, a 
Free School, an Hospital, and seveml Meeting Houses 
and .Charitable Institutions. The summer is leeoait- 
mended as the proper time for drinking the waters, 
wiuch should be taken early in the morning. The sea- 
son commences in May, and terminates inNovember>.

ROSS, in HevBfofdflliire, is situated on » rock con- 
sidembly elevated above Uie E. bank of the Wye; it is 
rendered oelebmted by the appellation given of Ute Mm^ 
of M<M to one of the tnhabitants, Mr. John Kyrle, wbog 
benevolence and public spirit have been immortaliwd 
by Pope. The house in which he rewded iH now the 
King's Arms Inn, net* the entance of the town from 
Gk>aottter$ he wa» buried in Rocs Church, where a 
monument, representing Charity and Benevotence, has 
been erected tb his memory The Church is a handtoml*

MONMOOTH, the capital of Monmonthshire, is pfck* 
sftntl^ sHaat^ at the confluence of the Muniow and th<l 
Wye, at the tertnfnation of a fine valley. The pirincipal 
6b|ects worthy of notice are the Remains of the once^ 
celebrated Castle, on an eminence by the banks of the 
Munnovt ; the Town Hall in the Maiket-place, with a 
statue of Henry V., who was a native of this town ; tha 
County Gaol, a well^constructed buiMln^ ; St. Mary*s 
Chtircn, with a spite nearly 5N)0 feet in heig^ht, formerly 
attached to a denedtctine priory ; St. Thomas's Chorch| 
exhibiting in several parts curious specimc^ns of ancient 
Atchiteetttire ; and the Free School.

ABERGAVENNY, in Monmouthshire, is an ancient 
but handsome and well-built town at the junction of the 
rivulet Gavenny with the Usk; it was once fortified, anfl 
the ruins of its castle, forming a very picturesque oljecti 
may still be seen. The Church, dedicated to St. Mary> 
was formerly attached to a Priory, and is omamenteil 
with numerous monuments. Abergavenny has also seve* 
ml Meeting-bouses, a Roman Catholic Chapel, a Free 
Granimar School, and manufactories of flannel, shoea^ 
and cabinet ware, but its trade has greatly declined.: 
durmg the summer, however, it is much frequented by 
genteel compan^ir* 

Near Abergavenny is the Sugar-loaf Mountain, up« 
waids of 1^0 feet above the level of the sea. Tnst 
ascent is by no means difficult, even with a carriage^ 
and the summit commands prospects of great beauty 
and extent.

CRICKHOWELL, in Brecknocksliiie, is a small but 
pretty town on the Usk, over which is a bridge of four-^ 
teen arches.

HUNGERFORD, in Beiluhiie, is leated on two 
bnuiches of the Kranet^ and earriei on a coatidefablfc 
trade fay means of the Keniiet and Avon Canal. The 
j Church 18 an ancient stractaie, pleasantly sitvated at titiie 
end of a shaded walk ; and in the centre of the town, ar e 
the Maiket Place and Shambles, in an apartment of 
I which is preserved the Hungerfoid Horn, g^venwkha 
I charter to this town by John of Gannt, ami still used 
annnally to assemble the inhabitants for the election of 
a consttMe. Pop» USD. Ifrns; the Black Bear, the 
:Angel. 

FROXFIELD, in Wiltshire. At this village is a large 
almshouse, founded by the Duchess of Sonunrset. Be* 
yond it, is MmiiHunrngh or Savemakg Fwmly at tbe end of 
which is ToUUmham Park, the seat of the Marquis of 
Aylesbury, who is also proprietor of the forest, remark- 
able as the only one in the kingdom belonging to a sub- 
ject. The house is a handsome brick building, contain- 
ing man^ ihie portraits, and in the park is a colamn, 
erected in 1781, by Thomas, Earl of Aylesbury, in ho- 
BO«r of his uncle, Charles, Earl of Aylesbury^ from whom 
lie inherited the estate. 

MARLBOROUGH, in Wiltshiie, is an ancient town, 
chiefly supported by its markets and road trade, and 
situated on the Kennet. It consists principally of one 
street, a portion of which has a piatza for the conve- 
nience of pedestrians in bad weather. St. Mary's Church, 
near the centre of the town, exhibits various specimena 
of architecture; and St Peter's, at the W. end, is orna- 
mented with a lofty square tower. There ara also se- 
veral Meeting Houses ; a Market House, comprising a 
council room, an assembly room, and a court room; 
extensive Shambles; a commodious Prison, employed 
as a county bridewell and gaol ; and several Charitable 
Institutions.— Pop. 3038. Inm $ the Castle, the Mail- 
borough Arms,

' CHIPFENHAM> hi Wiltshife, is a popolous town ofi 
the Avon, over which is a handsome stone bf idjg^. Ha 
<^ef nannkctHte is that of woollen cloth. Thfe prinei- 
{Nil bnildings lire, the Chuich, an ancient Qothic ediflca^ 
dwetrin^ notice for its archltectnre and monttmentA ; 
the Charity 8ehool> and seveml Meeting Houses. The 
Town Hall is an insignificant bnikfing m the principtkl 
street. In the yicinity are two ChalybMte Sjprings. Pop, 
IMl. Jnnt; the Angela the White Hatt. 

Fonv miles from Chippenham is Cottham Hmue, ce^ 
Ifliirated for its choice collection of pioturetl. 

BOX, in WiHriiirej is remaikable for the beauty of 
the sufronnding Scenery, anA for its stone-qnai¥i«8. Ifi 
this pariah also is a medicinal spring. 

BATH, in Somersetshire, is situated Mk the Avon. 
This Ihie city and fashionable bathing^lice is indebtM 
for its origin and impoitance to its iiiedi<<inal waters, 
iriiieh are used both extefiuilly as b«tbs and intemally as 
a medicine, and ate particwkrly eifieacioos in MffilytU!, 
conty, bilious, and a variety of other oases. There At^ 
hmt pnblie baths; the King*s, the Queen's^ the Bdt, 
and the Cross Bath ; and two private baths, thoS6 be*- 
Innging to the Cbrpoiationan Stall Sbeet, mted up with 
pnmps, sudatories, &c., and those erected M Ih^ ilt«'^ 
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U e tonditei <<ii<»e» iitiif hid l» th» Otlf* tm- 
Qmmi*« hifttlii» and omamciited with « flue iUtii« of Um 
cekbntod Btau Yiasli; a aasic Mlary^ wlwpt a baoiil 
perfomii diirmg Uie mamb ; uid a haadsome narbia vaia^ 
from which the water is handed to the compan]^ Oa 
Uie aichiCrave oatttde. ia a Gieak iaioripCion ta tfaa fol- 
lowioir effc»l^>^ Bath water km bettor than Bath wiaa.'* 
Thefe aie ako ccMUBodaoaarooiiii, fitted up with poaipa 
and pipeai, fat direGtiag the water to aay paitisulir part 
of tha body, at well at the public bathiag-roomt. Tha 
Seatoas for bathing and taking the waten are tpiiag Mid 
antaaiin. 

Tha Abbey Chureh or Cathedral, it a Feneiabla baihl^ 
iagy in the florid Gothic ttyfe, finithed ia 1588. Tha 
Wettera, which it the giand front, it dittinguithed by 
the riehnett of itt onMunentt, and tha whole Itbiic it 
iUominatad by no lett than flfl^-4wo windowt, iHiiiaiiii it 
hat tometimet been called the Laatein of E|[glaad. The 
altar-piece lepreteatt the Wite Mcn't offering) ttid tha 
organ it contid^ed one of the bett in Europe. AjMngtt 
the numnowt monnmentt are thote of Quin, tha actar, 
with an apittph by Gfrrick, and Nath, the Matter of tha^ 
Oeramoniet. The other xhurchet are, St. Ja«et*t, a 
neat Awt - t tone ttruoture, adorned with a picture of 
Christ at Smmaut; St. Michaert, containing paimiugii 
of Motet and our Saviour; St. Swithin, or Walcot 
Church, rebuilt in 1780 j and Bathwick Church, an ele- 
gant modern building, in ^e Gothic ttyle. There are 
^o teyeial Qfaapels of ease, a Roman Catholic Chapel^ 
and numerous Meeting Houses. 

Ahnottall the ttreett of Bath are built with ttoae, 
which givttt them a tplendoar aad elegance fv tupaiiar 
to every other town in England. Amoagtt the public 
buildingi which deterve notice are> tha GuildhaH^ a 
handtoma ttructure m the High Stiaet, crtcted in lltSf 
and compffitiiig apaitmantt for the adaiitti»tMtiaa of Jua*- 
tioe, a oouneil-room, and a baaquetting-raoaeiy ohmh- 
mented with pottmitt; the Theatre, in BMufoat ^uaMy 
an elegant ^nd ceftveaiant building, eiaciad in l^H-f tha' 
Attembly Rooma between Beaaei and AVkad S^tetv 
licit ppaaed in lUU Md aanaidNid tha.nott ml^pm- 



aa4 •^iQin ftptttmentt in the ktiig;<Aoai for tlUr mn^*. 
poie; the Bath Litemry lattitntioB, a modem edifiee; 
aad the Geneml Hospital, established for the reeeptioa 
of all the poor, Vhose complaints teqniie the use of th« 
Bath vaiers. 

SeremI of the itreats are lemaxkable for the beanty of 
their architecture; the visiter should partieularljr notice 
<ilreat Pulteney Stieet; the Circus, a handsome laoge of 
uniform itiuctuiie, adioined with all the various onia'^ 
ments of the different orders; Queen's 8quare> in the 
cantre of which is an obelisk, erected by Nash, in ho* 
noar of Frederick Prioce of Wales and his Royal Consort ; 
the North and South Parades; St. James's Square; Lans- 
down Cresceut; Catherine Place and Rivers Stieet» com* 
mandinur ^n^ prospects; Camden Place; Portland Place; 
and the Royal Crescent, a noble range of buildings, in 
an elUpAal form* ornamented with Ionic pillars. 

Bath also possesses a Free Giammar School, nume- 
rous Charity and Sunday Schools, several Hospitals and 
Almihouses, a Society for the encoumgement of Agri-^ 
culture, Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce, a PhUo-> 
sopbical Society, a Public Library, and a Prison, situ* • 
aAied near the bridge over the Avon. At the extremity 
of Pulteney Street, are Sydney Gardens, which are 
opened every day, and are much frequented durmg the 
season, Bath Races are genemlly held in September, 
on LAnsdown Hill, which commsouis a rich and varied 
prospect. ' Pop. S6,8ll. hms ; the Lamb, the Grey* 
hound, the White Hart, the York Hotel, the White 
Lion, the Castle. 

. KEYNSUAM, in Somersetshire. The Church here 
contains several curious monuments, and there is a- 
stone bridgre over the Avon. Pap. 1761. 

.BRISTOL is situated partly in Gloucestenhire and 
I^axtly in Somersetshire, on the banks of the Avon, about 
ten miles from its junction with the Severn. In wealth* 
trade, and population, it was long considered .nest to 
I/ondon, but it is now surpassed by Liverpool and other 
tftwna, where the spirit of advtenture and improvement 
are more active. Its mercbaots and tradesmen, how* 
ctveri yield to few. in credit and opulence, and carry on 
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aHi«xtttieiTe.uU«Mi tiMk by main* of UKlAvod, Uw 
S^rero, and the Wye; and a laige export aad impoit 
tmde ^rith Ireland, tbe West Indies^ Spain and Pprtur 
^1, and America*. There iire alio numerous. manuCao- 
tories of glassj soap^ copper, brass, iron, leadj and tin. . 

The city itself is closely boiU, but the suburbs erf 
more airy .and pieeumt, and many of the buiJUings very 
handsome. The Cathedml, fonnded in 1140, aid orir 
ginaily the collegiala church of a monastery, presenU 
some, fiiye/ specimens of Gothic architecture; it has a 
square tower with four pinnacles, and is adorned with 
painted windows, and several monuments, particularly 
that of Mrs. Diaper, the celebrated Elisa of Stemek 
There is also an elegant altar-piece discovered in 18S), 
and supposed to liave been concealed since the time of 
Henry VUl. The W. gateway is said to be one of the 
finest vestiges of architectural antiquity in the kingdom. 

JElristol Iws likewise nineteen Chuichea, numerous dis- 
sentiq^ places of worship, and a Synagogue; St. Mary, 
Redclifie, is considered one of the handsomest parochial 
churches in England* and is adorned with a finely-carved 
stone roof, andseveml monuments, amongst which nia|r 
\fe seen that of Sir IV* Penn, the father of the celebmted 
Quaker, and that of William Canninge, the founder of 
tli/b church, who was several times Mayor of Bristol. 

The stranger should also notic«. the Bishop's Palace 
adjoimqg^he Cathedral, rebuilt in 1744; the City'Li- 
bjrary, « handsome stone edifice ; the Theatre, an ele* 

SiUtand very. commodious building; the Commercial 
Doms, in Com Street, a noble fabric of the Ionic order, 
erected from a design by Mr. Busby in IS 10 ; the Quay, 
«bove a mile .long ; the Docks, in one of whic& is a 
curious cmne for loading vessels; and the 'Harboua. 
Bristol has thirteen city companies, seveml of which 
^ye neat. hall«; a Prison; several, Charitable Insthu* 
tionsj and an Academy for the education of Baptist 
joioieterB. 

. About a. mile from Bristol is the romantic village of 
CU/km, situated on alofty rock overhanging. the Avon. 
Here aj^e the Hot Wellb a great resort of invalids duripg 
the summer^ for jr^oie »c«O0iaiodatioii there are nu«

About five miles from Bristol is 'Pen -PArft, ill wbic^ 
isa singular excavation, called Pa% Pai'k iTblr. 

NEW PASSAGE. Here the tnv^Uer crosses the Se» 
vem, which is about three milea ih breadth, to Black 
Bock Inn. 

CAERWENT, in Monmouthshire, is remaikabfe ftk 
the remains of its fortress, and for tkt g^mnd arifl^ftf- 
tureoque ruins of. CtUdeeot CttsUe in the Vi^nlly. 

CHRIST OHUBCff, ihKonmouth'rfrtre. In the drarch 
of Ihis place is a tomb wUh two fi^i^es, saki to have'e^ 
tmordinary powers in healings the sick. 

NEWPORT, in Ifdiimcmthshire, is ft loUj^ s tr agfeliag 
iplace, situated on a riiiBg ground^ ^at the tHMimit of 
which stands the Chai<ch. A portion of Ok «iicuMxt Ca^ 
itle still remains in a hcabitable condition. This tow<i 
has a small trade ineoalii, iron, and deah, andtfieiteis k 
huidsome brick^ over the Ut/k, 

About a mne and a half from Newport, is ilfd^Mr 
ChHTchf a singular piece ol antiquity, supposed 16 1)^ 
*of Saxon origin, /'op. 051. ^ttv/tlle King^ HeaH, 
the W«st Gate House. 

Three miles ft^om NcNvport is 7V^^^ Pm^, %hfe 
'magnificent veat of fhe Morgan family, with a iinattiioti 
erected in the time of Charles IL, and adorned with'some 
;good portniits. 

CARDtPF, the county town of GlamofgariUhire, is 
situated on the Taaf, over whicJh there is aliaiklfcioAne 
atone bridge of five arches, erected in 1796. It has a 
commodious port, and carries on fet considerstblfe coast* 
.mg trade, as well as the manuftcture of iron lloopl. 
The principal objects deserving 'attention are, 'tbe 
€h«i«li> a plaiB Vommm^xtt^i -hayhig a lofly aqilMe 
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immnt, «i!Kt^ in tke vei^ of Ikhraid HI., bad tfdom^ 
ivltk pidnaeks' which «ie muoh admtied; the Town' 
Hall, a, Imum1sq«iq hmUHng, U the cenlre of the town ; 
tlieCeiuity Gaol, hultt on Mf. Uowaid^s plan; and the 
Owtk^ which $tHi letauu a f^iaiidand T«neoahle appear- 
anoe« thoagh a poitM^n of it haa heeh idod^mised. ' The 
apftUVMOts ate decoxtfted wMi lotaie' valaahk painting8« 
aad in the gfcouAdbi are the nuns of t^ keep.

EWfiKNEY^ BRIDGE. Thiee miles distent is Ihih- 
nmten Oa$ile^ a mhdem ediftce, eracted on the site of 
that* inhabited by the celebrated Caractacus, and re- 
markable for some apectaies in the cUflb on the shore 
near it. 

• MARGAM PARK* inGUmorganshiie, isremadubla 
for the niinsef anabbeiy^ and an elegant Gonserratory, 
containing a fine collection of orange-trees^ nnmerotti 
Quriona moduli,' fine ijtatUjeify and antlqbitiea. 

AB£RAVON, in Glamorganshire, is a small and 
had^-bailt town, • silnalted on the Atou. Bop. 365. 

N£ATH, in Glamorganshire, is pleasantly situated on 
t(ie £. bav^ ol ^e riter Neath, near its mouth. Its 
port admits vessels of 200 tons, by means of which it 
exports coals and other mineral furoducts of the yicinity, 
to Bristol and London. It also carries on a considerable 
trade by means of its canal. The traveller should no- 
tice the Town Hall over the Market Place; the Church, 
which is spacious and handsome ; and the ruins of the 
Gas^e, with the gateway ahnost entire. In the vicinity, 
^re Copper Works, Iro^ Works^ and nuinerous villas ^ 
and about four miles up the river Neath, is the famous 
w9ter£EiU, called MeUncauri. Pop. 2828. Inn; the 
S^p and Castle. 
SWANSEA, in Glamorganshive^ ii a commercial town

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of coniiideiable importance, both on a riBin^ gToand/ on 
the W. side of the Tawe, the mouth of which fonns an 
excellent port, with piers, quays, and every other ac- 
commodation for traffic. It has extensive potteries, and 
carries on a large trade in coals, copper, lead, iron, and 
soap, by means of its canal and communication with ihe 
sea. The principal objects worthy of notice are, the 
Town Hall, a fine modem building ; -the Churchy dedi- 
tated to the Virgin Mary, containing some ancient mo- 
numents; the Theatre; the House in Goat Street, where 
Beau Nash was bom ; the Hot and 'Cold BsSths for the 
accommodation of invalids ; and the lemains of the 
Oistle, consisting principally of a loft^ cVrculat to^^r, 
now converted into a gaol, and commandinga -flne view. 
There are also several Meeting Houses, a Free School, 
and numerous Charitable Institutions. 

Within a few years, Swansea has became quite a fa- 
shionable watering-place, as the beach is well adapted 
for bathing, the bay extremely favourable for acjuatic 
excursions, and the rides and walks in the vicintty re- 
markably pleasant. Near the town ar6 liirge copper 
works. Packet Boats sail from Swansea to Ilfmtombe 
in Devonshire, twice a week. Pop. 11^96, Irm; the 
Mackworth Arms. 

PONTARDDYLAIS or PONTARDILUS is a village 
in Caermarthenshire. Its name, in Welsh, signifies — 
bridge over the Dulas, on the banks t>f which it is 
situated.

BALA, in Merionethshife, is a neat and populous 
towi siluated'on a feke to which !t has given nariie It 
isSainbtis foTiti tmA* in |nft'>Jiro6lleh stocklngrs, Welsh 
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vri^i, and g^loves ; and is much frequented in the seaaoii 
fbr gprottse shooting. At the end of the town is an arti- 
ficial mount, called Tommen y Bala, supposed to have 
been the site of a Castle. Pop. 1168. ' Jnn; the White 
Lion. 

PESTINIOG, inMerionethshiTe. Near this place, in 
a chaimitir valley, are the two falls of the Cyafael, and 
between them is a singular rock, called Hugh Loyd^M 
Puipky whence,, it is asserted, a magician of that name 
delivered his incantations. 

MAENTWROG, in Merionethshire, is remarkable 
for the enchanting and picturesque scenery by which it 
is surrounded. 

PONT ABERGLASSLYN is a single stone a^l|, 
erected over a torrent at an immense height, and sup- 
ported by two perpendicular precipices, at the base of 
which is a salmon leap. It connects the counties of 
Merioneth and Caernarvon. The bridge itself pretonts 
nothing remarkable, but no language is adequate to 
describe the sublime and picturesque scenery by which 
it is environed. 

BEDDGELERT is situated in Caeniarvonshire. Here 
guides may be procured by persons wishing to ascend 
the mountain of Snoucdon, which isfour miles distant. 
The summit is 8571 feet above the level of the sea, and 
ir so frequently enveloped in clouds and. mists, that 
unless the weather be unusually flne, the ascent is rather 
difficult. The best means of attaining the summit, says 
a gentleman who resided in the vieitiity, is to lake a 
boat at Cwmy Glo Llanrug up the lower Llan Beris 
lake or Llyn Padam, and land on the little isthmiis be^ 
tween the pools, just below the old castle Doi Badam; 
thence take a guide, and ascend by Cannant Mawr, the 
great chasm, where there is a fine - waterfall, climb 
along the S. side of the ridge separating Llan Beris Ho^ 
16 w, • from Cwni Brwnog, another' hoHow or mountain 
flat 5 then ancend in sight of-Llyn'Du Yr Arddu, which 
must be left on the right; the steep rock above the 
Arddu pool is celebrated amongst botanists : then you 
ascend along a steep place called Llechweddy Re, 
thence tQ the celebrated coldspring or well, which i>

wilbis a mile of the hlgheti peak, caHed Wyddva, the 
coDtpicuoua. The summit, which it not moie than 
seven yaida in diameter^ is sanonnded hj a dmrf wall, 
and cpmmandsy in fine weather, Tiews oi pait of £ng^ 
land, Scotland, Ireland, Wales, and the Isle of Man. 

CAERNARVON, the capital of Caemarvonshiie, is 
an ancient apd well*baiU town, situated partly on the 
Menoi Strait, and partly on the estuary or the. Leiont* 
Though the harbour is difficult of access, the town car> 
riea on a considerable trade with.Lonckm, Liverpool^ 
Bristol, and Ireland, exporting slates and importing 
wine, porter, coals, and nooery. The principal object 
of interest is the Castle, the walls of which aie almost 
entire, and present an image of extraordinary strength, 
whilst its light and lofty turrets rising over an embattled 
parapet exhibit all the elegance of which the architec- 
ture of the age was capable. It was erected by Edward I. 
who here cave the Welsh the equivocating iffomisey 
that they should have a. native prince for their iitler, 
which he performed by making the Castle the birth* 
place of his son^ Edward II; The ^oom in which ho 
was born is still shown here.

WORCESTER, the capital of the eomity, is a fe» 
maikably well bnilt and pleasant ci^r, on the banks of 
the Severn, over which there is an elegant stone bridge^ 
erected in 1781 . The streets are broad, and weD paved^ 
and at night lighted by gas. 

The CSitfaedral is a spacions and lofty edifice, in the 
ample Gothic style, erected chiefly daring the twelfth 
irnd thirteenth centuries; the tower and roof ate adorned 
with light and elegant pinnacles, and the summit of the 
former commands a fine view. The interior presents 
many objects worthy of notice, particularly the stone 
pulpit, carved out of the stone; the tomb of Prince 
Arthur, surrounded by rich work in the Gothic st^ ; 
the Tomb of King John, the moit ancient royal monu* 
ment in England; the capitals of the pillars, which are 
Exquisitely sculptured; the modem painted windows; 
and the monument of Bishop Hough, by Roubiliac. 
Here also may be seen the tomb of Bishop bauden, who 
is said to have been the author of Eikon Basilicie ; the 
tombs of Bishops Wolstan and Oswald, the founders of 
the Cathedral ; a fine bust by Nollekens, and two monu- 
ments by Bacon. 

' Adjoining the Cathcfdrel is a capacious Cloister^ the 
roof of which is adorned with various sculptures, one of 
them, on the key-stone of the S. side, representing the 
genealogy of the kings of Judah and Israel ; and the 
Cbaipter House, a handsome apartment, used as a library 
and'a council-room. 

' The Refectory, now called the College Hall, in the S. 
cloister^ is appropriated to the King's School, but is also 
used at the triennial meetings of the choirs of WarcestoTt 
flerefordi and Gloucesterr

It has a coM* 
derable tradfe in flannels, coarse clothsj aid kerseymerM^ 
and is much frequented by persons making excursions 
of pleasure. The principal buildtnif is the County Gaol, 
but it has also a neat Church,' a Market House, and a 
Town Hall. The summer assizes. are held here. 
' Four miles from Dolgelly is Coder Idris, the parent 
of the Merionethshire mountains, the summit of whidi 
is 2890 (bet above this town. The ascent is not so diffi- 
cult as that of Snowdon, though it is very steep and 
cra^^ on every side, particularly towards the TalyIHa 
lake. The top, on a clear day, commands a view at 
least 400 miles in circumference.

College, founded in 1448, with pleasant gardens 
on the banks of the Cam ; — Catharine Hall, founded m 
14T4, a handsoRie and regular building ;--Cbri9t's Col- 
lege, founded in 1505, an ancient structure, in the gar- 
dens of which is a mulberry-tiee planted by Milton ;— 
Magdalen College, founded in 1519, containing in its 
library some very curious MSS. i^-wnd Downing Collegje, 
a handsome modem edifice, founded in 1800. 

The visiter should also notice the Sehoob, and Uni- 
versity Librery, in the vestibule of which is a fine bust 
of Dr« £. D. Claifce, by Chantrey ; the Fitiwilliam M«- 
seum, a fine collection of books, pictures, and curiosities 
bequeathed to the University by the noble Earl of that 
name ; the Senate House, a magnificent building of the 
Corinthian ordery erected by GihJ>s, and adorned with 
several statues ; the Botanic Garden, richly stored with 
exotics ; St. Mioy's Church, where the princiiial mem- 
bers of the University attend; All Saints* Church, in 
which is a monument by Chantrey, to the memory of- 
Henry Kiike White; St. Sepulchre's, or the Rottnd 
Church, remarkable for its antiquity ; the County Prison, 
built on Mr. Howard's plan; Addenbrooke*s Hospital, 
founded by a physician of that name ; the Shire Hall in 
the Market place; the Town Hall behind it; and the 
Conduit, given by Hobson, the celebrated carrier, in the 
time of James L, who gave rise to the proverb of " H6b- 
son's choice,this or none," by refusing to let oQt his horses 
tfi the students except in regular rotation. Cambridge 
has also ten other churches, several Meeting Houses, a 
Synagogue, a Free Grammar School, and numerous Cha« 
ritable Institutions. 

The town carries on a considerable trade by means of 
the Cam, and near it is annually held Stourbridge Fair» 
one of the largest in England, for all f kinds of commo^

The Cathedral,, erected in the twelfth century, but 
oCten repaired since that period, is adorned with a beisiu- 
tiful steeple, and contains portraits of. all the. kings. of 
England down to George I., and of the bishops of Selsea 
and Chichester till the time of the Reformation ; some 
finely carved oak stalls; the chantry of St. Riehard, an 
exquisite specimen of Gothic workinan^itp; a tablet, by 
Flaxman, with an epitaph by Hayley, in memory of tlie 
poet Collins ; and another, in honour of Dr. Haidis.

DEVIL'S DFTCU, in Cambrtdgeshiie^ is an ancient 
Roman entrenchment, which rans in a straight line lor 
several miles across Newmarket Heath. 

NEWMARKET is situated partly in Cambridgeshire, 
and partly in Suffolk. It is the most famous }3ace in 
England for horse-racings for which its extensive and 
finely-turfed heath is admirably adapted. The races are 
held seven times in the year ; .the first commences on 
Easter Mopday, or if Easter falls in March, on the se- 
cond Monday in April ; two Spring Meetings , one in 
July ; and three in October, The houses of Newmarket 
are chiefly modem, and many of them erected for nobler 
men and gentlemen who attend the races, are very hand- 
some. Charles II. built a seat bare, which has frequently 
been the residence of royalty since his time. There are 
also two esculent Coffee-houses for the accommodation 
of sporting gentlemen ; several billiard, and other h)oms» 
for those who prefer games of skill or haiard to the di- 
versions of the turf; two Churches, which contain, how- 
ever, nothing remaAable ; and several Meeting Hoiises. 
Pop, 2514. Imu; the Greyhound, the Rutland Anns, 
the White Hart, the Red Lion, the Ram. 

BARTON MILLS, in Suffolk. /^m/'theBuU. 

BRANDON, in Suffolk, is a small but well-built 
town on the Little Ouse.

WATTON, in Norfolk, is a small town noted ibt ha 
batter.

Near it it l^OfkmdW^mi, 
wheie, accovding^ to tradUion, two infaiits wen jna^ 
deied by their uncle, which gave rise to the ballad of 
the '* Children in the Wood."

EAST DEREHAM, io Norfolk, is a place of very 
great antiquity, and derives its orig^in from a nmniery 
bonded in the time of the Saions. The principal ob« 
ject of attention is the Church, a fine Gothic edifice^ 
containing a curiobs ancient chest, in which are depo- 
sited the records of the church i an antique and richly 
carved font; and a fine marble monument, in memory 
of the poet Co\Vper, who was buried here. There are 
also several Meeting Houses, a Market House, a hand- 
some Obelisk in the centre of the town, and Assembly 
Rooms, used also as school rooms. Pop, 3978. hma; 
the Geoige, the King^s Arms. 

REEPHAM, in Norfolk, is situated.on Ihe Tyne, and 
was formerly remarkable for having three Churches in 
one church-yard. Pop, 345. 

- ' CROMER is a small town, seated on one of the high- 
est cliffs on the Norfolk coast. It is chiefiy inha^bited 
by fishermen, who catch crabs and lobsters, which 
abound here ; and- carries on a consideiable trade in 
coals. Cromer has a handsome ancient Church and a 
Grammar School. It is much frequented as a watering 

Elace, the shore being a- firm sand, weH adapted for 
athing, and« when the sea retints, for promenading;

' THETFOBD^ in Norfolk, was once a place of conai- 
derable importance^ having ha4 eight monasteriei^ and 
twenty churches. The former are all deatroyed^ and of 
Ibe latter only three remain; St. Peter% generally called 
the 9lack -Church ; St. Mary the hsM, on the Suffolk aide 
of the Ouse; and St. Cuthbert*a on the Norfolk side. 
The other objecta worthy of no^ce are, the reniaina of 
the Priory or Abbey, conaiating of a gateway and part of 
the Church ; those of. the monastery of St. Sepulchre, 
now converted into a bam ; the ancient fortificationa at 
the E. end of the town, auppoaed to be of Saxon and 
Norman construction j the Town Hall, or , Council 
House, where ■ the assizes for the county are held ; and 
the Free Grammar School. There .are also several 
Meeting Houses; and near the town is a Chalybeate 
Spring, with a handsome pump-ioora, readingf-roomn and 
baths, erected in 1819. 

Thetford has often been honoured with the presence of 
royalty, having been the occasional residence of Henry 
hJlieDtf II., Elizabeth, and James |. It isalsaremaika^ 
bJe as the bir^-place of. Tom Paine. ^ A small trade is 
carried on here, in com and coals. Pop. 2923. Inns ;

WYMONDflAM, or WYNDHA*!, iii Norfolk. Many 
of the inhabitants are employed in weaving.

NORWICH, the capital of Norfolk, is a ik>pulous and 
flourishing city ^ situated on the Wensum, and long cele- 
brated for its : manufactures of crapes, bombazines, and 
staffs, aa weU aa for its camlets,; damasks^ and shawls. 
It contains a Cathedral, thirty-six Churches, and numer* 
ous Meeting Houses. The Cathedral, founded iii 1096, 
is a noble pile, chiefly of Norman architecture, aur- 
mounted by a tower and spire 315 feet in height; the in- 
ferior ia remaikabiy' grand, aqd ia adoi;ned T(rith num^rona 
ipteiesting monunwpnta.

' DARTFORD, in Kent, is seated on the Daient, and 
on the Roman Watling Street. Here may be seen the 
remains of a Nunnery founded by Edward nL,and in the 
Church is the monument of Sir J. Spelman* who first 
introduced the manufocture of paper into England at the 
adjacent mills. In the vicinity also are powder-millsl 
Dartford is noted as the place where Wat Tyler's rebel- 
lion commenced.

NORTHI-X.EET, in Kent. Here there are chalk-pits, 
and a Church, containing 'several ancient monumenls, 
one of which is in memory of Dr. Brown, physician to 
Charles 11. 

GRAVESEND, in Kent, is situated on the Thames, 
and is considered the limit of the port of London, being 
the place where ships are obliged to lie till visited by 
the Custom 'Officers, who are stationed at the Block- 
house here; it has a handsome Town-house, an elegant 
Church, erected in 1731, and commodious Baths.

Dover ; it is celebrated for 
its extensife Doch^yards and Naval Arsenal, which* are 
defended by strong fortifications, and comprise a Rope- 
walk 1140 feet in loigth, the Ofdnance Quay, where 
stores of ever^ kind are laid up in the greatest onler, 
foigas, foundnes, houses for the officers, ift, Chatham 
has also an Hospital for seamen and shipwrights, a Vic« 
tualling Office for the supply of the Navy, a Churchy a 
Chapel of Ease, and seveml Meeting-houses. Pop.

CANTERBURY, the capital of Kent, is seated on the 
Stour, and is distinguished as the metropolitan see of Eag^ 
land. The Cathedral is a noble pile, exhibiting the stjie 
of almost every age from the time of the Normans to tke 
Pissoltttion. The visiter should notice the choir, the 
most spacious in the kingdom ; the alter-piece, designed 
bjr Sir J. Bunough ,* the great window, a b^utifiil qie- 
cimen of stained glass ,* the chapel of the Trinity behind 
the ehoir, containing the archiepiscopal c^ir formed of 
only thfee pieces of marble, and. the tombs of Heniy IV. 
and his queen, Edward the Black Prince, Bishop Co- 
ligny, and Dean Wootton ; the Virgin's chapel, where 
Thomas ^ Becket was killed, and the steps by whith 
multitudes of pilgrims ascended to his shrine in. the 
Trinity chapel ,* and the crypt, which is also- fitted up )m 
a place of worship. 

The other objects of curiosity are the remains of St« 
Augustine** Abbey near the Catbedml ; the ruins of the 
Castle and the City Walls j St. Martin's Church, whkh 
1ms a very ancient steeple; the Free (iifMMnmai>"fchool 
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IpMinded by Bemy VIIL^ wad litvatcd withui the pvp- 
cincta of' the Cbthednil} Ckmi Ckniioh G«le> an ele- 
gant ftrnettne elected in 15 IT; Dun^e UtUy or Dnae 
J<4iD, a prooMHrnde of extnoidioM^ bMQty ; U19 Gnild* 
htUf a handsome edifice in the Hi^h Street ; the Weat 
Gate^ over which ia the City Pnaon ; the Aiaenibly 
Roema in High Street ; the Seiaion'a Hoaae ; the Gaol ; 
and the Kent and Canterhury Hoapital. 

There are alio thirteen other Chnichesy aeveml Meet- 
ing^hooaesy and n Jew'a synagogne. Gantertniry ia ia« 
nioua for tia hiawn* and haa mamifectoriea of wontad« 
silk, cotton, and Canteibaiy muaUna. In the vicinity 
are extenaive ho|>-groanda. Pojp* 19«745« Imug the 
Fountain, the King's Head, the Roaei the Bed Lion. 

BRIDGE. Near this ptoee is Z«e Prwy, nn elegant 
apecinen of Gothic arcnitecftntei,.ie-«onatracted n few 
years back by Mr. J. Wyatt, and adorned with a choice 
collection, of pictures, and a valuable library. Beyond 
Bridge are Jfarham JDamu, where there is • race* 
ground. 

DOVER, in Kent, ia a sea-port situated in a valley, 
and snnonnded by a aemi'^ircle of hiUs, on one of which 
towards the 8. ia a aaodem Ibrtification, and on another 
to the N.'tbB ancient Caatle. The hitter ia aupposed to 
have been .founded by.Jolina Gsaar; but it baa since 
experienced so many alterations that little of the original 
building remains. The visiter should notice, in his 
ascent, the delightful view which thit eminence com- 
mands of Dover, the valley in which it ia sitnated, the 
harbour, and the coast of France ; the gaeat gun cast at 
Utrecht in 1544, usually called Queen Eliaabeth'a 
pocket-pistol, having been presented to that sovereign 
by the States of Holhmd; and the Govemoi'a apartments, 
In which ate portraits of aeve»l<of the Lord Wardena of 
the Cinque Ports. 

The town consists of two parts, connected by a loajg 
and nanow Street called Snar^;ate Street, and its princi- 
pal objects of curiosity are the Harbour ; the Pier, 
tauf^i frequented as a promeoade; St. Mary's Church, 
containing monuments in memory of Charles Churchill, 
the poet. 9n4 Foote, tlie comedian; tl^e burial*phice of 
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drareliUl mtked by a pMn head^stone, in a cmoamf 
fbn&eHj Mongiap to St. llartin le Graad ; the ieinaai# 
df h Priory tiow occupied as a ifarm ; ilia StiaCt, an artu> 
ffcfial staircafle built in the rock, and Anming: tha aiceni 
ft\>in Snategate Street to the- Banacks oa the cliff i St* 
James^ii Church) remaikable for iu antiqiitty ; the JMkf 
a han^tfome modem biulding f md the To#a HaH^ eaii«^ 
iaining several portraits, aad a priai ief the emhaitotto» 
of Henry VIII. for France. Here also are Atiembly 
Rooms, a Theatre, eonuMdioos Baths and Bathiag^ 
nachiDes, the town having heen much Aeqaentod hMy 
as a snmifier residenoe. 

A short distance S.W. of Doveff i« the height cei^ 
brated as SbakspeareNt Cliff. Daring peace a caMtant 
coimmnii^atkMk is maintained between Dover and Calais 
and Hover and Boalogoe by steam ai well as aailiag 9«a» 
iels.

Here also is 
a well 928 feet in depth, for supplying the inhabitants 
and garrison with water; and on the shore are stationed 
the' hulls of seveial old vessels, intended to serve as 
breakwaters.

MIDDLETON, in Edinbaigbsbiie. Beyond this 
place are the ruins of Crieh^ CaatUf eractad by 
Chancellor Crichton, in the minority of James II., and

Queen of Scots. 

LASWADE, in Edinburghshire, is a pleasant village on 
the N. Esk,' and ia much fr cqu y p ted in the summer 
season, by persons who come to' enjoy ' the detightfal 
scenery of the vicinit?. About |wo fiiles distant is 
Bawthomden, remarkable for its caves, and from having 
been the; residence of Drummond, who Composed many 
of his poems in what is called the Cypress Grove. A 
mile further along the banks of tlie river is RonlmCaiile, 
a venerable min, and- Roslin Chapeh the finest speci- 
men of Gothic architednce in Scotland. Laswnde hat a 
good inn.

HONfrON, a nea^y buik town ih Devonshli^, is sttu-^ 
ttted in a fine vale on the Otter, h is noted fbr the manu* 
taeture of broad lace, a conikiderable quantity 6f Which 
is sold in London. The Church, at «i flhbtt ^titanc^ from 
the town, contains some ancient inonuments. Honiton 
hat afsn three Aleettng^Houses. ^ Free Sehbol, and an 
Hotipital. Near the entmnce of the town is a hill com- 
manding a fine prospect. Pop. 8296. Inns; the Doil* 
phin, the Golden Lion. . 

EXETER, the county town of Devonshire, and a city 
of great antiquity, is aiHiated' oit the ^anksbf the Exe, 
and k aboat thnpe miles in ciicumferenoe. The Cathe* 
dral is particularly worthy of attention : it is a magni- 
ficent structure, chiefiyi>f the thirteenth and foarleenth 
centuries^ and contains numetotfs fitncient^monuments df 
its bishops, and of (he Bohun and Courtenay families ^ 
the E. window presents a fine specimen of ancient 
stained glass, and over the W. dpor is a beautifully 
painted modern window. The N. tower contains a clock 
curiously ornamented, and an immense bell, weighing 
12,500 pounds;! both the eift of Bishop Courtenay. 
There are also fifteen Churcnes within the stills, four in 
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the inlmrbB, a Qoaker's Meeting-Houfe^ ft Sjmgogoe, 
and several MeetingoHootes. 

The tiayeller ahould likewiie notice the Bish6p*s 
Palace, a v^erable Deibricj near the S.E» end of Uie &• 
thedral; the ruini of Rougemoni Castle on tlie N.E. 
side of tbe city^ formerly the residence ,of the West 
Saxon kings; tbe Bridge over the Exe, erected at an 
etpense o(20fiO0L ; tbe GuiUhall, in High Street, con* 
taining several valuable portraits ; the Sessions Hoaae, a 
handsome modem building ; the County Qaol, near, tbe 
Castle Hill ; the County Infirmary ; the Lonatic Asylom, 
and tbe Qnay^ on which is .a commodious Custom House. 
Above the Qqay is a good promenade called the Fnan.i 
Exeter has also a neat Theatre, and numeroas charitable 
institutions. It carries on an extensive export tnde in 
.woollen goods manufiictured in tbe counties of Deven, 
Cornwall, and . Somerset, and imports wine, fruit, drugs, 
linens, iron, hemp, timber, and tallow. It also trades in 
com and coal.

BAUSBURY, or NEW SARUM, the capital of Wilt' 
shire, is an ancient city, at the conflu^ice of the Upj^r 
ATon with the Wiley, and the Bourne. It has a spa* 
cKMis inaiket>pfieice, and ten principal streets, crossing at 
right angles, and each furnished with a ^rpetoal stream 
of water supplied from the Avon by sluices. The Cathe* 
dial, erected in the thirteenth x^entnry, is the most 
elegant and uniform Gothic structure in England| and 
its spire is eelebmted for its beauty and immente height^ 
being 410 feet. The interior is particularly rich in 
•epulchrel monuments, and some of the carving is well 
executed* On the great £. window is a patntmg of the 
Resurrection, executed by Pearson, from a design by 8ir 
Joshua Reynolds ; and on the small £. window is re- 
presented the elevation of the Brazen Serpent. The 
window at the W. end, oyer the caitral door, is also 
adorned with stained glas^. 

The traveller should likewise observe the Cloisterf 
on the S. side of the Cathedral ; the Chapter House, an 
ele^m octagon, containing some curious specimens of 
ancient sculpture; the Bishop's Palace, a large and 
irregular edifice, with extensive gardens ; the Council 
House, in which the Assizes and Sessions are held^ a 
magnificent structure in the Market Place, erected at the 
joleexpenee of the ^rl of Radnor in^l795 $ thelnfir^ 
nury,«Ml tbA New •County Gaol. 

Salisbury has also three parish Churches, several 
Meeting Houses and Charita&to Institutions, a Fiee 
Gmmmar School, where Addison was instrueted ; Assem- 
bly Rooms, and a Theatre. It has long been noted for 
its' cutlery, particularly knives, scissors, and mzors, and 
it hat manufectoHes Of flannels,' seiges, kerseys, and 
linseys. Salisbury races generally take place in August^ 
on the plain about three mH^ from the city, tind last 
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tlnM diyi- Nmt SalMiiaryy oa the bank* olthe Atob, 
b Lomgford Cagth, tlie seai of the Earl of Radaor, cob- 
tainiDg a fine collection of pictures ; and five mile* dia- 
taat is Cl anmia n Ledgey In the grounds of which are 
die mills of tbe old palate, where the laws called the 
** Gonstitatioo of ClafeiidoD'* were made, ia the time of 
lHaof II. Fop. 8763. Jnm; the Antelope, the King's 
Aima^ the Vbite Hart, the Three Swans. 

WILTON, in Wiltshire, is an ancient town, at the 
coaflttx of the Wily and the Nadder. It was long noted for 
ihe manufacture of carpets, which was irst introduced 
into England at this p&ce, by a FVenchman, brought 
over for that purpose by the Earl of Pembroke. 'Hiis 
bosiaess has, however, declined, and only a small trade 
in lannels and fancy woollens remains. Adjoining the 
town is fViUon Howe, the celebrated seat of the Earls of 
Pembroke. It is an extensive pile, elected at different 
periods in various styles of architecture, but reduced to 
gfeateraaiformity by Wyatt, and is adorned with an ex- 
tensive and curious collection of antique busts, statoes, 
basso*relievoes, &c., and a choice picture gallery. The 
entrance to this noble mansion is formed by a grand tri-* 
umphal arch, surmounted by an equestrian statue of 
Marcos Aurelius. Heie Sir P. Sidney wrote his Arcadia. 
Pop. 20SS. 

FOVANT. tnn ; the Pembroke Arms. About four. 
asiles fiom Fbvant is Wardow CaHio, the seat of the 
Arundel ftnaily, a magnificent edifice of the Corinthian 
order, ereeted between 1776 and 1784, from designs by 
Mr. Paine i the apartments are spacious and elegant,' 
and contain numerous ^e pictures, and other produc- 
tions of art. The principal objects worthy of attention 
are, tlie rotunda staircase, an unrivalled specimen of 
modem architectural ornament ; the chapel ornamented' 
with paintings ; the bed fitted up for Charles I. ; the 
itiiiis of the ancient castle in the grounds; and the 
tcmibs of several braiiehes of the Arundal family m the 
adjacent Church of Titsbury. 

SHAFTESBURY, in Dorsetshire, is an ancient town, 
and lormerly possessed one of the richest nunneries in the' 
kkigdom. It has Umbm Cfamchas, and earries on a little 
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trade ia fl]iirt-butto)is, and vove •tockiogs. The -new 
from CfiflUe Hill is iNirticttlarly beautiful. Pop. ^9Q9» 
lun; the Red Lloo. 

^. SHERBORNE, io DorseUhire, i» situated on the 
Ivel, which divides it into two parte,- Shecbame~.a»d 
Castle^n. Ia the latter formerly stood a Ca8lle» whicit* 
was besieged during the civil warf. The principAl ofc^ 
ject of curiosity is the Churchy which was a catfaedial 
till 1075j and was then converted into an abbey. It 
presents specimens of various styles of architectuie^ 
from the time of the Normans to that of Henry YH.^ and 
contains a splendid monument in memory of John> Earl 
of Bristol^ who died in 1698, bearing an inscription by - 
Bishop Hough, as well as a tablet with some lines by 
pope, in honour of a son and daughter of Lord Digby; 
$l)erbome has extensive manuSactories of silk and linen. ' 
Adjoining the town is Shetinnme Cattle^ or Lodge, the 
seat of BUirl Digby. It was erected at various periods ; 
the centre was built by the celebrated Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, who is also said to have planted one of the groves 
in the park, which still bears his name. The apart* 
ments are adorned with several good paintings, parti- 
cularly Queen Elizabeth's procession, supposed to be by 
Mark Gerrard. Pop, 8622. Innsf the Antelope, the 
King's Arms. 

. 'YEOVIL, in Somersetshire, is an ancient and popu- 
Ipus t9wn, with manufactories . of linens, dowlMi bed-- 
ticking, and gloves. It has a good Markei4iousa,aiidL 
the Church is a handsome Iwildii;^ with anel^^t 
altar-piece. There are several Meettng-Houses, arid 
the vicinity is beautifully diversified with hill and dale. 
pop, 4655. Iftn ,* the Mermaid. 

CREWKERNE, in Somersetshire, is sUvated in a 
valley watered by the Axe and the Parret. Tha^Chuicb 
is a fine Gothic structure, richly adorned with carved 
work. Here are manufactures of saii-eloth> dowlas,, and 
stocking^. Z'o/}. 3434. Jmu; the Geoige, the Red 
Lion. 

CHAl^D, in Somersetshire, is a welUbttilt and manu- 
facturing town, tarnous in t|ie history of the sixteenth 
ceiitury as the place where ilie Royalists under Colonel 
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^eahiddock wen defeated. The oalyobjecto worthv of 
BOlioe are the Town Hall, aa ancient Gothic buildin^y 
fonnerly a chapel; the Maiket Hoaie, formeriy the 
awiiehall; and the Chaich. Pop. S106. ' Jnmj the 
Ancel, thftGeor^* the Red lion. 

' Foor miles beyond Qiard is a beauttfol prospect, ex* 
leading on the right to the Bristol, and on the Udi to 
the English, Channel.

The Cathedral is one of the most splendid 
specimens of Qothic ecclesiastical architecture in Eng- 
kmd: the Viigin's Chapel and the W. front are parti-

GLASTONBURY, in Somersetshire, is celebrated for 
its Abbey, in which King Arthur and many nobles and 
prelates have been babied. The monuinents, however, 
erected to their memory are now defttced^or demolt^ed, 
and the building itself presents an interesting mass of 
rains. The chapel of St. Joseph and the Abbot's kit- 
clien are the only parts in tolerable preservation. The 
traveller should also notice the Cross, a venerable but 
decaying structure, in the centre of the town ; the Church 
of St. John, sunDoonted by a lif ht and bea»tilal towes; 
and that of St. Besedict, erected by Abbot Beer, whose 
initials may be seen over the N. door. On a hill, N. E. 
of the town, is the Tor or Tower of St. Michael, for-., 
linerly attached to a Monastery.

EAStLlNG. In this parish is situated the Isle of 
AUudney, an elevated spot, formed into an , island by 
the junction of the Tone and the Parret, and celebrated 
as the asylum of Alfred.

COLLUMPTON, hi DevoBshiie, is sitaated en the 
Columb, which aboands wt^ l/out and eels, and is.

It is the oldest and 
best frequented watering-place in Devonshire* and is 
celebrated for the mildness of its climate, being com- 
pletely sheltered by high hills. It has Assendbly Roomtf*

ASHBURTON, in Devonshire, is a neat toarn, with a 
handsome Church, formerly collegiate. It has manu- 
factories of serges, and in the vicinity are tin ^nd cop- 
C ermines. Pop, 3403. /nm; the London, the Golden 
ion. 

IVY BRIDGE, in Devonshire, is situated in a ro^ 
mantic dell, and is celebrated for its picturesque scenery. 
It derives its name from a bridge of one arch, covered 
with ivy, which here crosses the Erme. Jnntf the 
London, the Royal Oak. 

PLYMOUTH, in Devonshire, is so called from the 
river Plym, which here meets the Tamar, forming, by 
their junction and entrance into the sea, an excellent 
harbour, divided into three parts; the Catwater, at the 
mouth of the Plym ; Hamoaze, at that of the Tamar ; 
and the Sound, connecting the other two with the See. 
It is 'one of the principal sea-ports in England, and is 
drfended by a citadel and other fortificatioas. It is, 
however, ill laid out, and the stmets are narrow and 
inconvenient. 'Thechief trade is connected with shi|>- 
ping and the ptkhard fishery. The principal bailding 
is the magnificent structure, containing the Theatre and 
Hotel, erected in George Street, from designs by Mr. 
Foulston. The interior of the former is very elegant, 
and the latter comprises accommodations for twenty or 
thirty families, a Coffee and News Room^ a Sale Ro6m 
for shippinp^ and prize goods, a beautiful Assembly 
Room, Billiard Room, and Card Rooms. 

The travfeller should also notice the Breakwater now 
constructing, one of the most stupendous works of mo- 
dem times; the Church of St. Andrew, conlainHie some 
curiousmonprnents; Charles* Church ; the GuikJhall, a 
spacious stnicture at the junction of four streets ; the 
^ew Market Plape; and the Public Library in (Cornwall 
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StvMt, an ekgaot bvUdinf ^ in- imilatum ol an 
temple. There are also numerous Meeting Houses aa4 
Chariiable Institutions, an Infirmary Cor Seamen, and 
seveml Literary Societies. Inn* in Plymouth;, the 
Glohe^ the King*s Arms, Prince Georsre, the Hotel. 

PLYMOUTH DOCK, or DEVON PORT, as it is 
DOW Called, is a large town of modem erection, being 
entirely indebted for its origin and increase to the esta- 
blisbment- of the Arsenals and Dock Yard, which is 
allowed to be one of the finest kt the world. The town 
is well built, and paved with marble, and has a Cbuccb, 
two Chapels, several Meeting Homes, an Inflrmary, a 
Market House, a Poor House, a Council Room, a Thea- 
tre, an Assembly Room> and a beautiful promenade, 
called Richmond Wa&. The first stone of a column, 
in honour of his lili^ty George IV., was laid here in 
1824. 

Across the Crimble Passagv*, near Plymouth, is Mounts 
Edgecumfie^ |h« se&t of the Earl of that name, a m^^i- 
ficent mansion, seated on an eminence, commanding fine 
prospects. H is adoraed w ith^ some cho ice portraits aiM 
a^ood Ubraify. Pop, 61,812. Mm; the Fountain,' the 
Kmjer's Arnis. 

LISKEARD, in Cornwall, is an ancient and irregu« 
larly built tomi,- partly on rocky hills, and partfy in a 
vale. it> has the ruins of a Castle and a handsoofe 
Church, and carries on a considerable .trade in tanning. 
There wte also several Meeting Houses, a Free School, 
and a Town Hall. Pop^ 8483. Ivmn; the King's Arms, 
the London Inn. 

Seven miles beyond Liskeard, is BoconnoOf the seal of 
Lord Grenville, and in its grounds is an obelisk in bo* 
nour ol Sir R. Lyttelton, and two entrenchments^. 

LOSTWITHIEL, or LESTWITHIEL, in Cornwall, 
is an ancient to\^ on the Fowey,- aadbas^fi considerable 
woollen manufactory. The Prison here was formerly a 
palace, belonging to tlie Dukes of Cornwall' ;. and the 
Church has a curious open spire. Near Lostwithjel, 
there are the ruins of Hestormel Ca%Ue, Jiop^ 93i^. 
fmf; theTaUi^.

St. CEUMAN'S; in ComwalU is a small town, ptea* 
santly situated on a creek communicating with Plymouth 
Sound. The houses are disposed in one street^ .which, 
from the nature of the ground^^ runs nearly level witji the 
roof of the Church.^ The principal object here worthy 
attention is the ancient Cathedral, a nne specimen of 
Gothic architecture, formerly attached to a Priory 
founded by Athelstan. It contains the original ore- 
bendal stalls, and several monuments, one of whicn is 
by Rysbcack. In th^i immediate vicinity is Port JSUuH, 
the seat of tii9 Earl of St« German'sy a spacious man- 
sion, on the site of the ancient priory.

Amoa§^ die pohlic haild- 
1801 aae, the Shire Hall, of modem date; the Conoty 
Gael; aaeatTlieatve; a baadsome Church, aad a very 
aacieat stone bridge. Hem, also» are the reraaiaa of a 
Pattce, which beloaged to the Archbishops of Canter* 
bary. 

Five miles from Maidstoae is Xemlf Cattle^ a aoblai 
stone mansion situated in a park, ^urroanded by a stream 
which is noted for pike.

AS1#0RD is situated in Kent, at the confluence 'of 
two branches of the Stour, over which is a liaudsome 
stone bridge. It has a Free Grammar School, and the 
Church contains seveial ancieak aKmum«nts w«ll worthy 
of notice* partiealarly one in memory of a Couatees of 
Athol, which is 400 years old. Pop. 2773. Inns; the 
Saracen's Head, the Royal Oak. 

HYTHE, in Kent, was formerly a nuiriti'me town of 
some importance, but is now situated niore than half a 
mile from the sea. It has a Court Hall, a small Theatrei 
m^ a Chujch, situated on 9Q eminence which commands 
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a Atie view. In ft vault beneath the chancel w dej^ated 
all immeiue namber of human skalls and bones, nid to 
be the Temaina of an invading army defeated here some 
centariei back, jpo/i. 2181. Iwni ; tlie S wan, the White 
Hbit. 

SANDGATE, in Kent, it a village which hai risen 
into importance as a watering-pbce, the shore here 
being well adapted for bathing, and the scenery of the 
vicinity, particularly of the walk along the Cliffs to"' 
Folkftone, very beautiful. It has a Castle, originally 
built by Henry Vlll., but now converted into a Bfortello 
tower; a Chapel, a Library,. and Warm Bath. About 
half a mile from Sandgate commences the Military 
Gsnal, which extends as far as Cliff End, Sussex, having' 
been cut for the purpose of preventing the progress of 
amy invading army. Imw ; the New Inn, the Ship. 
- FOLKSTONE, in Kent, is an irregular and ili-built 
town, though formerly of some importance, being one of 
the Cinque Ports. Besides the Chuich, Folkstone has 
several Meeting Houses, and a Charity School, which 
was founded by Dr. Harvey, the celebmted discoverer of 
the circulation of the blood. : The surrounding country 
is beautiful, and the air here is famous for its salubrity.

STEVENAGE, in Hertfordshire, to the S. of this 
place, but on the £. side of the road/ are six barrows, 
said io be of Danish origin.

BALDOCK, in Hertfoidshire, carries on a consi^ 
deiable trade in com and malt. The Church contains 
kome curious ancient monuments.

' BIGGLESWADE, in Bedfordshire, is a neat and 
pleasant town, on the banks of the Ivel, by means of 
which it carries on a considerable trade in timber, coals, 
and oats. The Church, formerly collegiate, is an ancient 
and strong fabric, and there are also two or three Charity 
Schools, and a Meeting House. Pop* 2778, Ikns; the 
Sub, the Oak. 

ST. NEOT'S, in Huntingdonshire, is a considerable 
town, pleasantly situated on the Ouse, And connected 
with the village of Aynsbury by a handiome stone 
bridge. The Church, erected about 1507, Is consMeted 
the finest building of the kind in the county. The 
architecture is of the most beautiful style of tfenry 
VHth's reign, composing a regular plan, with « nave, 
aisles, and chancel, and a 6nely proportioned tower, 150 
feet high. Near it are some remains of a Priory. P6p, 
i%7^, Inm ; the Cross Keys, the Falcon. 

BUCKDEN, in HnntingdonshiM. • Beyond this place 
is the venerable mansion of Buckdm PmUuSf, the epis^ 
eopal residence of the Biriiops of Lincoln.

The paik is also oelebraled for the aee 
and sise of its tsees, through one of which, called the' 
Gieendale.Oaky now in a state of decay, a coach road 
has beea«iiU«*-ifVHbop Manor, a seat of the dukes of 
^oiColk, now inhabited by the Earl of Surrey, also cele- 
turaied for its fine park and rich collection of pictures. 

WOnKSOV, in Nottioghamriiire, is situated in what 
is generally called the Dukery, from there being no lesa 
thui four seats ^hich do or which have belonged to 
Dukes,, within a few miles,— -Thor^sby Park, Clumber 
Park, Welbeck Abbe|^, and Worksop Manor,-^! of 
which have been mentioned dbove. 'Hie principal ofn 
ject of curiosity here is the Abbey Church, a fine mono« 
meat of ancient ecclesiastical maffnifioence, contignous to 
which are some vestiges of the aobey itself.

APPLEBY, the county town of Westmoreland, is 
almost surrounded by the Eden.

The Castle, founded previous to 
the Norman Conquest, but almost rebuilt in 1686, is a 
handsome building belonging to the Earl of Thanet It 
contains numerous family portraits, some valuable MSS.

NORTHAMPTON, the capital of Northamptonshire, 
is a handsome aad well-built town on the Nen, over 
which is a good b^dge. Tbe principal objects de* 
serving of notice are. All Saints' Church, with a noble 
portico, a handsome building, thoi^h it exhibits nu- 
merous deviations from the regular orders of architec- 
ture; St. Sepukhre^s, suppoKd to have been erected 
by the KniglMs Templais, in imitation jof the Holy Tem- 
ple at Jerusalem; St. Peter's, also remaikable for its 
antiquity; 'St. Giles's, adorned with seveml curious 
monoments ; the Independent Meeting House, contain- 
ing a tablet in memory of Dr. Doddridge ; tlie Baptist 
Meeting House in CoU^ Lane, in which is the monu- 
ment of the celebratad John Ryland ; the Town Hall, 
decorated with a portrait of the late Spencer Perceval,, 
M.P. ; the Gaol,'amaged on the plan of Mr. Howard ; 
the Sessions House, a handsome edifice of the Co« 
rinthian order; and the Infirmary, ia the committee- 
rbotnof which is a fine likeness of the lale Dr. Kerr 
the physician, painted by Phillips. 

There are also numerous Charitable Institutions, se- 
veral other Meeting-houses, two Hospitals, a very .fine 
MaiketPkee^ aad a Theatre. The priacipal maoufao-

LEICESTER, the capital of Leicestershire, is a place 
of Tery great antiquity, having been a city in the time of 
the Saxon heptarchy. It employs a great namber of 
persons in combing and spinning wool, and manufac- 
turing it into stockings, and other articles of hosiery. 
The principal objects worthy of notice are, the ruins of 
the Abbey, in which Cardinal Wolsay ended his lifej 
under the pressure of sickness and disgrace ; St. Martin's 
Church, the largest in the town, ased at all public 
taeetings; St. Mbry'e, remarkable as that in which the 
Rev. Thomas Robinson, aathor of Sciipture Characters, 
preached for many yean $ All Sainta, containing a cu- 
rious font; the Town and County Hall; the building, 
called the Hotel, comprising assembly rooms and a 
library; the County Gaol, built on Mr. Howard's platf ; 
the Town Gaol; aad the Theatre. Leicester has also 
two other Churches, nnmerooa Meeting Housea, a Free 
School, an Infirmary, and serend othcf Chantabie.Jn- 
stitntions.

It is irregularly built, the, 
ground being very uneven, many of the streets remaik- 
ably steep, and several of the houses partly excavated 
from the rock. The Market Place is situated on an 
eminence surrounded by a row of houses, from which 
other baildinga diverge. There are two Churches, St. 
Mary and St. Peter j th» former an ancient, the latter a 
modern building ; seveml Meeting-Houses and Charita* 
ble Institutions, and an edifice called the Muslin Hall, 
originally erected for shambles, and afterwards usedas a 
cotton factory, and now occupied by shops for the sale 
of muslin. Near the foundation of the New Bridge^ 
which was washed away in 1798, is a cotton factory 
supplied with water by a subterranean tunnel from the 
Mersey, and near the Old Bridge stands the venerable 
residence of the Arden fiimily, containing a curious col- 
lection of ancient portraits. />of>.SL,726. htm; the 
Bulkeley Arms, the Horse Shoe, the White Lion. 

MANCHESTER, in Lancashire, is an immense mann- 
facturing and mercantile town, crowded with ware<- 
hoafe«,lsctories, and shops, but interspersed with some 
handsome public buildings, and surrounded by nume- 
ions elegant villas. It was celebrated two centuries 
ago. Cor ils manufacture of woollen cloths, to which it 
has auccesiively added fustians, mixed stufi«, hats, iron 
aciicles, tapes, laces, linen, silk, and cotton, till at length 
the latter has taken Uie lead, and Manchester has become 
the centre of the cotton trade, the emporium at which 
are collected all the products of the neighbourinr towns, 
and whence they are sent to London, Xdverpool, Hull, 
and other places, for home, as well as foreign consump* 
tien. Its commerce is greatly aided by the. rivers Irwell 
and Mersey, the Bridgewater canals, the Manchester and 
AshtoQ-under-Line canal, the Bolton and Bury canal> 
and the Rochdale canal, so that by means of these anil 
the canals and rivers which they join, it has water com* 
muniMftioo with fd«p«t every pait.QfEaglaitd. ~

PRESTON^ in Lancashire, is a haadsoase and genteeUi* 
inhabited town, on. the N. bank of the Ribble, over 
which theie are two stone bridges. It holds a dtg^niied 
milk aaioagat the towns of L^cashire, in consequence 
of batng tl^ seat of set eral law courts, amongst which 
■theDaehy of Tjataeaster has a court of Chancery,' and 
derives some importance from the guUd merchanU, or 
fdte, gmnted by Henry II., and since heldovery twemieth 
^ear, attracting a numerous company, to participate in 
Ks amusements. The last eommenoed August SO, 1820. 
The stoeets am in geneml well laid out and adoaaM 
with aeveml haadsome buildings, the principal of 
which am the IVown Hall, the Assembly Rooms, and 
the Mew Prison. Preston has always been an impormnt 
post during the ctril wan. In 1648, the Duke of 
Hamikon was defeated at Ribbleton Moor, by.Cfom- 
well and Lambert ; and in 1715 the friends of the Pre- 
tender were routed by Generals Wllles and Carpenter at 
.the same spot. Settr tbe town are seveml pleasing pro- 
menades, but the most favourite is that called AveahRai» 
whence it is said the Pretender surveyed the town and 
its vicinity in 1745. Preston has extensive cotton 
AMa»ries.

GAR6TANG, in Lancashire, is seated on the Wl.

BOROUGH. Near this place is AtMon HaU, a seat

LANCASTER, the capital of Lancashire, is a neat 
•and w^U-built place, seated on the Lone, at some dia*' 
itance from its entcance into . the sea, vessel of l»rge 
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faMiite aot bein^ able to como wMiin lix i^Im of the 
town. The pimcipfil object desemng^ nolioe » the 
Cattle, a stroiig: foctrMs erected in the reign of Edwaid 
HI., and intimately connected with the name of its lord, 
John of Gaunt. It is situated on an eminenee, an^ it 
now conveited into the County Gaol ; at the top is a 
iafge square keep^ called Johnof Gaunt's chatr» whenaa 
there is a delightful prospect.. Adjoining this bnikliag' 
aland the County Courts and Shire Ualb'and near them 
is the Church, a handsome Gothic stniature, oontaiaiflg 
aeveol monuments. 

Lancaster also possesses a Chapel of Ease, several 
Meeting- Houses, and Charitable Institutions; a Town 
HaU>witb a noble portico ; a Female Penitentiary ; a 
Theatre; an Assembly Room; a Custom House; an 
extensive Quay, with a noble range of waiehooses, and 
a handsome nradem bridge over the Lnne. Aoonsi- 
derable number of small ships are bailt in this town, and 
it carries on a huge trade in coal and limealone by 
means of its canal, which is conveyed over the Jjune, 
about a mile from this place, by an aqueduct bridg^e^ 
justly, consideved one tti the finest works of the kind in

About five miles from Lancaster is Dvnal Mill H^, 
a remarkable and picturesque cavern on the side of a 
mountain, into which a brook enlea by several cascades, 
and after pursuing its course for a considerable distaaot, 
emenres on the opposite side. 

BURTON, in Westmorland, is a well*bailt town.

BERKELEY, in Gloucestershire, is situated on an 
eminence in the delightful vale of Berkeley, about a 
mile from the Severn, and is remarkable as the birth- 
place of Dr. Jennen the ^ebnted discoverer of vacci- 
nation^ The Church, which is an ancient edifloe, eon- 
tftins several monuments of the Berkeley family. Pop, 

• BERKELEY CASTLE, the ancient baronial residence 
of the Berkeley family, situated contiguous to the town 
of Berkeley, was founded soon after the Conouest, and 
has bieen the scene of various events in early history. 
The Dungeon Room, in which the mutder of Edward II. 
took place in 1827, is still shewn. The castellated form 
of the mansion is preserved, and the apartments ata 
adorned with a large collection of tportraits. 

THORNBURY, in Gloucestershire, is an ancient town, 
with an elegant Church, and the ruins of a Castle, which 
present a line specimen of Gothic avchitectant* Pop, 
19%U Jnnj the Swan.

•led on tlie Nen, and is a. small but welV-boilt city, 
which rose to this lank in the time of Hcaury YIII.5 whan 
the chofch of an ancient monastery hece was converted 
into the Gathedjral. This is a noble pile, chiefly in the 
Nonnan style, erected at various periods,/ and oina-. 
mented with several monuments, amongst which are two 
in memory of Catherine of Arragon and Mary, Queen 
of Scots, both of whom were buried here, although the 
remains of the latter were afterwards removed to West-' 
minster Abbey. 

. The traveller may likewise notice the Close, present- 
ing several objects interesting to the antiqoati; the 
remains of the Cloister, to the S. of the Cathedral; the 
Market. House; and St. John's Church, in which is an 
allar-piece, by Sir R. K. Porter, and a tablet, with 
some exquisite figures by Flaxman. Peterborough car- 
ries on a considerable traffic in com. 

About two miles from Peterborough, is MilUm Park, 
the seat of EaH Fitswilliam, which contains several cu- 
riosities, particularly several pieces of stained glass 
from Fotheringhay Castle ; a portrait of Mary, queen of 
•Scots ; and another of James I. as a boy^ said to have 
been given by Mary to SirW. Fitswilliam, on the day 
of her execution.

. MARKET DE&PING, in Lincolnshire, is so called 
from its situation, the ground to the £• of this place 
being the lowest in the county.

BOURNE, in Lincolnshire, is an ancient town with 
a handsome Church ; a Free School $ a Town Hall, on! 
tl«e.E. front of which am the arms of Cecil, Lord Bur- 
leigh, by whom, probably, it was erected ; and a Meet- 
ing House. Here also is a medicinal spring, which is 
much frequented. The principal business carried on 
here is tanking and wool-stapling. / 

Between three and four miles from Bourne is Grinu^

TlvMe nii^ifieMt titliui 
occupy three sides of a K|iiata, oonitatiii^ of a Aim 
Pothic gateway^ two paiallel waUi > and a comaiodiotta 
dwelling adorned with aeyeral pictarei^ one of which, 
painted by Wilkins, rei^eMnta the Battle of Haitingt^ 
The only remains of the Abbey Church are nine elegant 
arches. Pop. 2S52. /nn; the George. 

HASTINGS, in Sussex, is one of tlM most ftishionable 
wateriiig-places in the kingdomi and the entrance to it is 
peculiarly beautiful. It is one of the Cinque Ports, and 
formerly possessed a good harbour, but its chief depen- 
dence now arises from its fisheries, and from its being 
the resort of much company during the summer season. 
The principal objects worthy of notice %tt, St. Cle- 
ments, usually called the Lower Chur^hi ooafcaining an 
altar-piece by Mortimer ; All Saints, or the Upper 
Church, the pulpit cloth of which was part of tha 
canopy held over Queen Anne at her corc^atioa; the 
Town HalU or Court Housa^ In which is a shield with the 
aims of Franoei brought by General Murray from Que«> 
bee ; and the ivmains of the Caatle to the W, of the 
town. Here, also, are Hot and Cold Baths^ besides 
numerous bathing machinos) two Libraries, a Prome- 
nade, an Assembly Room, and a Meeting House. 

The vicinity abounds with beautiful and romaotie 
scenery^ and interesting objects, amongst which are, the 
Priory Farm, erected on the site of a Priory of Black 
Canons ; the Conqtieiw^s Tahh, about three-quarters of 
a mile W. of Hastings, oh the right hand of. the road» 
said to be the spot where William I. dined on landi<|f 
here; Bo-peep, beyond the preceding, a small public 
house, from the hill behind which there is a fine pros- 
pect ; the PTkUe R9ek, on the road to BexhUl^also eom- 
maodibg a delightful view; Otf ilaor, a eascaJte^ beauti- 
ftilly situated about two miles N. W. of Hastiligs ; the 
FtsA Pimdi and iMg^tinff WeU, about a mile and It half 
distant $ the Lwer^s Oeai, calebmtal for its prospeeii| 
and FairH0hi jPewn, whence there is a very extensiva 
sea and land view.

About two miles to the N. E. are the rains of JPFtneAsbM 

or Camber CatOe, built by Henry VIIL Pop, 817.

Four ittilei from Stoney Stratford^bul in Northampton* 
Mn^ is tVak^Uld L^ff9, the eeat of the Duke of 
Grafton. 

TOWCESTER, in Noithan^ptonshire, is an ancient 
town Ob tll« banks of the Weedon, chiefly supported by 
its iHniy though the poor are employed here in the 
maaufaictuye of taoe and silk. The Church contains a 
ttottumem in memory of William Soonne, who founded 
a cvfiege in this towti, iti the time of Henry VI. 

About a mile from Toweester, is Easton Nesian, a 
dMiasion Of the Earl of Pomfret^ formerly celebrated for 
a s|^lelidid collectien of antique statues and marbles^ 
whteh ireie gives to the Onivefsity of Oxford in 1755> . 
alid t^ houfte ia bow deserted. The adjacent Church 
oontainfcsoifteeurious monuments. Pop, 2tiM. Inns; 
tbe Sameea'ft Head, the Tatbot, the White Horse. 

DAVENTRY, in Northamptonshire, is an ancient but 
iltobmit lowti, eanyine on a considerable manufactory of, 
silk stOfMwa and whii^. The principal objects de-

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building; the lemains of a Priory^ dissolved by Wolsey; 
and the entreiicbineiits on an adjacent eminence^ called 
Danes' or Borough Hill, some of the most extensive in 
England. The celebrated dissenting Academy formerly 
at this place has been removed to Wymondley. Pop. 
SS26. Inm; the Saracen's Head, the WbeatsLeaf. 

Three miles beyond Daventry is the village of Braun- 
tUm, where the Oxford and Grand Junction Canals meet, 
and in which is a curious ancient cross. 

DUNSMOOR HEATH^ in Warwickshire. Itm; th& 
Black Dog. Two miles distant is Combe Abbey, a noble> 
mansion of the Craven family, situated on the site of a. 
Cistercian monastery, and ornamented with several 
splendid apartmi^its. The principal shewn to visiters, 
are the gallery, hung with portraits ; the break&st-rootm^. 
fitted up for Queen Elizabeth ; the Vandyke room, con- 
taining a portrait of that artist, by himself; the cedar* 
room, &c. 

. COVENTRY, in Warwicksbire, is a citv mentioned 
in English history as far back as the time of Edwaid the 
Confessor, and is now^ foraous for its extensive manu- 
factories of ribbons and watches. The streets are gene- 
ri^lly narrow, and many of the houses form interesting 
subjects of study to the antiquary, having been erected 
in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 

The principal objects deserving notice are St. Mi- 
chael's Church, a beautiful specimen in the pointed 
atyle, surmounted, by one of the most elegant spires ift. 
Europe; Trinity Chuich, also adorned with a lofty 
spire; St. John's Church, a handsome stone building; 
St. Mary's Hall, a striking relic of antiquity, erected in 
the reign of Henry VI., as a place of meeting for the. 
Trinity Guild, and ornamented with painted glass, a. 
very curious piece of tapestry, representing Henry \l.» 
Queen Margaret, Cardinal BcAufort, Duke Humphry*, 
^c, and several suits of armour; the County Hall,, a 
stone edifice, erected in 1785; the Mayoi^s Pftrlorur;. 
and the Gaol. 

Coventry also contains several Meeting Houses and 
Charitable Institutions ;. a House of Indu4try,.whiich:Oxi-: 
giaaUy foxmed part of a moAfuiteiy ;, «e.vml Hfispi\%U i. 
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and a'Piee School. The ridiculous and fidraloui storf 
fespeetiag Peepinjc Tom and Lady Godiva^ the wife of 
Leofric^ earl of Meicia, is vevived every show fair» 
when a female, very slightly clothed, rides through the 
town, to personate the Countess. Pop. 8188. /una/ 
the King's Head, theCmven Arms, the White Bear. 

Near Meriden, about six miles from Coventry, is 
Packm^ion Hall, a seat of the Earl of Aylesford^ said 
to be situated on as elevated ground as any in England. 

BIRMINGHAM, in Warwickshire, is a large and po- 
pulous town, situated on an eminence, and famous for 
its manufticture of hardware, consisting of every possi- 
ble variety of buttons, buckles, toys, knives, scissors^ 
and plated articles. Here also immense quantities of 
pins are made, ancif during the war, not less than 14,000 
musketa were manufiictured in this town every week.. 
The machinery made use of in these manufactures, par- 
ticularly the steam-engines of Messrs. Boulton and Watt, 
will ever rank among the highest productions of human 
ingenuity, and the most valuable inventions of the age. 
The public buildings present comparatively little to 
interest the stranger ; th& principal are, St. Philip's, or 
the New Churchy an elegant structure, erected in 1719 ; 
St. George's Church, just completed ; the New Baths at 
Lady Well; the- Generel Hospital; the Theatre, to 
which are attached assembly rooms, and an hotel; the 
Public Library, containing about 80/)00 volumes; the 
New Public Library ; and the Prison, comprising Rooms, 
for the meetings of the Magistrates. There are also two 
other Churches, five Chapels, two Synagogues, twenty 
Meeting Houses, numerous- Charity Schools, a Dispell-- 
sary, a Deaf and Dumb.Ai^um, a. Free* School, and a 
Philosophical Society. 

About, a mile from Birmingham, is AiUm Hall, the 
nesidence of Mr. Watt, a noble edifice, fitted up with 
ereat taste by its present possessor, and remarkable aa 
having been, the residence of Charles L for the two days 
preceding the battle of Edgehill. Pop. 106,798. /finr; 
the Castle, the Hen and Chickens, the Swan, the Nel- 
aan Hotel» the Binoingham Hotel.

BKioas ■aaafactures» the principal of which aie nna^ 
coach hamesB, edge tools> oas^iion works of ofecy kiad^ 
and enamel paintings. The abandanee and sap^rior 
qoality of the eoal obtained heie, have tended gieatlf 
to the proictencT of the mamifantmisb it being de^ 
cidedly the best in the Itingdem for the tmiths' fofge^ 
Here also is found that pecnliar speaies af irpn ore* 
called blond meml* and aonw apots abound trith a red 
earth, employod in ghuiing vessels, catted hip. Tha 
Charch is an elegant Qothic slraetaie, supposed to havo 
been erected in the eighth eentaij ; it has a lofty and 
beaoiiftil spire, and the interior is adorned with some 
ezquiftite carving, and several monamenta of the ali» 
oestoraof tin ftunUies of Lwd Dudley and Lord Har* 
eoort. i*0|9.O4Tl. 

BILSTON, in Staffeidshiffe, Is a vilh^ of eonsidei»« 
hie extent, containing a ChsLpel, Meeting Hommi, and 
nmmibctaries of japanned and enamidlad goods. In ii% 
vicinity ase eoal unnea^ atana qoatrtes, iron foigas, and 
slitting mills, and at ^e hamlet of BraJUtp amy be 
•M& a liBgalAr phemnaanon j this is a flia in the earth 
which. has been butnhtg for many yearsy notwithstanding 
sevwal attmnpta ta OKtmgatah it. Pop* 19>00$. 

WOLVERHAMPTON is a piece af great antiqnity^ 
and the most populous town in BlalfordshirO. it is very 
eatanaive and w^l-bnilt, and i« fomous for itsmansi^ 
focture of locks and keys, to whiehfaaa baan addal that 
^JhpaMMdirafi, widiMafiitiiohaitMM. ttMare 
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likewiiie aeveTal faraaces for tmMng lead. It has two 
Churches^ St. Petei's Collegiate Churchy an ancient 
Gothic edifice, containing a cnrions font, a atone puU 
pit^ and seveiai monuments ; and St. John's Church, a 
neat modern stone building. There are also three Epis- 
copal Chapels ; several Meeting Houses ; a Free School ; 
and several Charitable Institutions. Surrounding the 
tovn, are numerous large trees which mark the boundary 
of the township and the parish. The country in the 
vicinity is remaikably beantifal. Pop, S6,888. Jtuuj 
the LioD, the Swan. 

Two miles beyond Wolverhampton is Tetlenhall, the 
Church of which ccmtains an antique font, and a cnriooa 
painted window. 

SHIFFNALL, in Shropshire. Inthe Chiirch are se- 
veral monuments, one of which ia in memory of W* 
Wakeley, who lived to the age of 124 years. Pop* 
4411. Jrmsr the Jemingham Arms, the Talbot» the 
Red Lion. 

' WATLING STREET, in Shropshire, presenta one of 
the finest specimens of Roman Road now existing in 
the kingdom. Near this place is the JVr^m, a lofty 
eminence, rising 1380 feet above the level of the sea 
The summit, which is occupied by an ancient fortifiiia- 
tion, commands an extensive and delightful prospect* 
inn; the Cock. 

< About, a mile on this. side of Shrewsbury is lard 
JSiiPs :C6lumny a handsome Doric pillar, erected in 
1816, and surmounted by a statue of his lordship. 

SHREWSBURY, the capital of Shropshire, is seated 
on a peninsula, formed by the Severn, and is celebrated 
for the siEihibrity of its air and the beauty of its situation. 
The 'interior of the town, however> by no means cor- 
responds with its exterior appearance, as the streets are 
narrow, steep, and indifferently paved. 

The principal objects worthy of notice are the Castle, 
eonverted^ into a noble mansion, the residence of Earl 
Powis ; the Abbey Church, a venerable building, in the 
garden of which is an ancient stone pulpit; St. M^'s 
Collegiate Church, with a tofty and beautiful spiroi 
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SttChiiPlClliiralv iklMUid0Dm«iloM6d]ietfOftti»tioli* 
In §orm, 100 fe«t in diuiwlcri St. Alltmimd't Ofaai«h| 
laUhr rebuilt ia 1795, and cenMurtobk at tlMit m irKaoh 
ftfaa Raf. Riobaid Da Ckmrey preaohad fer many yean: 
St. Julian's Cburohy adorned with foma fiaa paintaa 
rlatt ; St. OiWt Chureby ramarkabla for Iti antiquity } 
UMB ruin* of tbe old Collagiate Chatth of St Chad, 
oallnitha cbapal; the MaikatHouia, rabnilt in 1619 1 
the County Hall> a handaome tdiflea with itone Croiit^ 
eractad in 1785 ; and tha County Gaol, built ia 119$, on 
Mr. Howard's plan. 

Tha tiavaUar should likawisa notlca fit. Chad's Walk, 
nMia ^eaaiaUy oaUad tha Quarry, a daligbtf ul ptomut* 
nade along tbe banks of the Severn, Tary mu6h Urn* 
quamad, particularly on Sunda^rs; tha Inflimair, onaof 
tna aarliast institutions of tbe kind bi the kingmn | tha 
House of industry; tha Ramparts, eommandiny Una 
▼iewsj the Fiea Qrammar School, founded by Edward 
VI., and raised into great repute bv Dr. Butlar j tW6 
handsoma Bridges over the Severn ; the Theatie, sdid to 
have formed part of an ancient palace; the Military 
I>ep6t, erected by Wyatt, ia 1806; and MiUington't 
HcMpitol. 

There are also several Meetfaig flouset and Charilabla 
Institutions. Shrewsbury is the chief mart for a coama 
kind of woollen cloth, called Welsh webs, which are 
made in Montgomery, and after being dfMsed have, are 
exported to America and the Netherlands. This town ia 
also famous for its brawn and cakes. 
' The celebrated battle between Henry IV. and Hotspur 
in 1400, took place near S^brewsbury. 

About a mile distant is BoseoM Houst, where the 
Pendiells lived, who preserved Charles 11. after the bat- 
tle of Worcester. 

Pop. 19,608. Inm; the Fox, the Lion, the Ravan 
and Bell, the Talbot. 

Two miles beyond Shrewsbury is Sfmlim, celebrated 
for an immense oak, 44 feet, 8 inches, in circumference, 
which, it is said, Owen Glendower ascended to recofli* 
noitn^ befoia the battle of Shrewsbury. 
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IXSaSCUSVi m ShhffifUlre. BtyoQd thia pltot it 
9MD AvtcMofi Httf^ ana Uie GoluBm erected in hoaoar 
of Lord Rodney. 

OSWESTRY^ in Shropihixe, is a flowifhing town, 
situated o& an eminence near the Canal whicb unites 
the Severn and tbe Money. It has a Free Grammar 
SehooU n Town Hall, a Theatre, and an ancient Ghnxch, 
the tower of which, covered with ivy, has a very pic* 
furesqoe appearance* It carriee on a ooneiderable trade 
in Weli^ wooUeni. Races take place here in September. 

About two miles firom Oswestry are the picturesque 
rains of WhUUngton CoHle, situated on the borders of a 
lake, and shaded by fine old trees. Fop* 7588. Iims^ 
the Foxes, the Gross Keys, 

GHIRK, in Denbighshire, is a populous village, ce« 
lebrated fot the beauty of the surrounding scenery. The 
Church contains several ancient monuments of the 
Myddelton family, and in the church-yard are several 
very old yew-tiees. Near this village is a magnificent 
aqueduct, erected under the direction of Mr. Telford, 
for carryi]^ the Ellesmere Canal across a deep ravine ; 
and about two miles distant on the road to Ruabon is a 
landscape of exquisite beauty. 

Chirk Casih, the residence of the Myddelton family, 
is an ancient and noble mansion in the eastellated style, 
adorned with some splendid apartments, and a picture 
gallery, containing some valuable paintings. The emi* 
nence on which this mansion is seated commands a 
prospect, extending, it is said, into seventeen counties. 

LLANGOLLEN, in Penbighshixe, is a small and 
Bieanly built town, situated on the Dee, and much fre- 
quented by persons who come to visit the beauties of 
the adjacent vale. The view of the Dee, from the 
church-yard, is remarkably beautifdl, and the bridge 
over that river has long been celebrated for its pic* 
tnresque appeanitce. 

lAangollen Vala, so much and so justly celebrated fof 
its beaut}r, is bounded on each side by lofty mountaina 
of imposing grandeur, and watered by the Dee, which 
flows in an endless vatiaty of foims. 

Th« litlncipil objMi la th« vieinHf of UiigollMi 
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^/^mfTfing notice, are Pku Nemydd, an elegant mansum 
in the cottage style, aurronDded by delightful groande, 
aad adorned urith an excellent library and numerous 
drawuigs; the ruini of CoMtel Dkuu Bran, or Crew 
Castle^ a Welsh fortress of great antiquity, situated on 
a conical and almost inaccessible mountain ; about two 
miles distant on the road to Ruthin, Llan Egwett, or 
Falle Cruck Abbey, the beautiful and picturesque re- 
mains of a house of Cistercians, founded in ISOOj now 
covered with ivy, and shaded by lofty ash-tiees ; near 
the latter, Eliseg^t Pillar, erected by Concenn, in me- 
mory of his ancestor Elis^, who was killed fighting 
against the Saxons in 607; and, at a short distance, 
the site of the Palace of Owen Glendower. Pop* 3585. 
Jnna ; the Hand Inn, the King's Head. 

COR WEN, in Merionethshire, is a small but neat 
town, seated on the S. bank of the Dee, and much fre- 
quented by anglers, as the river abounds with trout and 
grayling as weU as salmon% The Chi^rch is an ancient 
building, romantically situated, and in the church-yard 
is an old stone pillar or cross. Near it is an almshouse 
for six clergymen's widows, and on the opposite side of 
the river, on the summit of a hill, is an ancient encamp- 
ment, once the retreat of Owen Glendower. 

Five miles from Corwen is the beautiful cascade of 
Pont-y-Glffn, and a ^little further is the charming Fale 
ofEdemyon. Pop. 1809. /nn/ the New Inn. 

Beyond Corwen, the traveller sees on the right the 
Citadel of the Druidsj to which Caractacus retreated 
after his defeat at Caer Caradoc. 

CERNIOGE MAWR INN, in Denbighshire. Be- 
yond this place the. traveller crosses the Conway over 
an iron bridge, near which is a salmon leap. 

BETTW^ in Denbighshire, has a curious bridge 
across a stream amongst the rocks. 

CAPEL CERRIG, in Caernarvonshire, is a romantic 
place, near several lakes abounding with fish. Here the 
traveller may take a guide to visit Snowdon. 

TWN-Y-MAES INN. Five miles further is XtoMfy- 
gai, the church of which contains a lumdsome marble 
«u»iniaeAt ia menpiy of Loxd^^Lady J^enrhyn^ and 
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aetfTiCuilt eelebmted slate qnairy of iimiieiite extent^ 
mid Pem-kyn CasUe, an elegant mansion, relrailt in the 
veign of Henry VL, but improved by Wyatt, and tnr* 
rounded by beautiful grrounds, the entrance to which it 
formed by a grand gateway in the style of a Roman tri- 
mnphal arch. 

BANGOR, in CaemarvonshiTe, is a snail but neatly* 
built city, situated between two ridges of rock, and 
having a fine opening to the Menai Strait. It has a 
Cathedral, containing several ancient monuments, the 
Bishop's Palace, and a Free Grammar School. The 
surrounding scenery is peculiarly beautiful. Pop, 8579. 
Jhm; the Castle. 

The Menai Chain Bridge across the Menai Strait is 
1160 feet in length betwe^i the points of suspension, 80 
in breadth, and 100 feet above the level of the sea at 
spring tides. 

HOLYHEAD is situated in an island at the N. W. 
corner of Anglesea, to which it is joined by a bridge. 
It is noted as the most commodious place of embarka- 
tion for Dublin, and is the station for the Government 
packets to that city. The steam-boats, which sail 
every morning, generally perform the voyage in about 
eight hours. 

Holyhead has a handsome Church, in the cemetery of 
which is an ancient circular tower ; an Assembly Room ; 
^ Light House; a convenient Harbour and a Pier; but 
the principal object of interest to a stranger is the pro- 
montory called the Head, protecting the harbour, a vast 
precipice, hollowed into caverns by the ocean, and fre- 
quented by falcons and sea-fowl. • Many of these ca- 
verns are worthy, of notice for their grotesque appear- 
ance, but they can only be approached by water. Pop, 
4071. /fuw; the Eagle and Child, the Hibernian 
Hotel.

He was burled 
here in 1867, hut his doctrines having been condemned 
by the Oovacit of Constance, hit body was taken op and 
bamt in 1498, and the ashes wen thrown into the 8wift« 
There is also a Meeting House here. 

About tlnee miles from Lutterworth is Niumhdim 
ftModt, the teat of the £arl of Denbigh, a oommo* 
diout mantion> adorned with some good pictures.

HINCKLEY; m Leicestershire, is noted far itt alOi 
and its estensive manufacture of hosiery. It hai^ a 
Church with an oak roof curiously ornamented, a 
Roman Catholic Chapel, several Meeting Houses, and a 
vary ancient Town Hall. 

Near Hinckley, on the road to Lutterworth, is a sprinjf 
called Holy Well> formerly dedicated to the Virgin, and 
mineml waters are also found In the vieinlty, at the 
Priest HiUs, Cogg's Well, and Christopher Spa. Pop. 
6706. Jnnt; the Bull's Head, the Ge^ge. 

ATHERSrrONE, in Warwickthire, carries on a con« 
tidemble trade in the manu&cture of hats. In a mea* 
dow N. of the Church, the troops of the Earl of Rich* 
mond were encamped previous to the battle of Boswotth 
Field. P<fp. 84U. Jwm; the Red Lion, the BuU't 
Head, the Geoti^e, the Three Tuns* 

TAMWORTH it » weU-bailt «awn an Oia TMie> 
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whkk dMles it into two pwta, one sitaated la Siiffotd* 
shire, and the other in Warwickahiie. It Img nmnnfiio^ 
toriea of nairow woollen cloths, and calicoes, as well a4 
tanneries and ale breweries. The Church, containii^ 
sevend canons monuments, the Free School, inetitatea 
by Elisabeth, and the Hospital, founded by Quf tha 
bookseller, are the only objects worthy of notice. 
' Tamweirth CatUe, the residence of Loid C. Townshendj 
is an ancient baronial mansion, erected by Robert Mar« 
miott, a celebrated Norman chief. Piip* 7885. /nut/ 
the C^sde, the King's Arms. 

LICHFIELD, in Staffordshire, is indebted for ita. 
ori^ to the Saxons, but was raised to the episcopal 
dignity in the seTenth century by Oswy, king of Meieia. 
It is pleasantly situated, the houses are most of theaa 
aiodem, and genteelly inhabited. 

The Cathedral, erected in 1180, is one of the noblest 
ecclesiastical fabdca in the kingdom, and is snrmonnted 
by three beautiful spires : ^e portico, and the S»and N. 
entrances, but particularly the latter, are much, admired 
for their exquisite sculpture. The interior corresponds 
in splendour and magnncence with the eitemal appear- 
ance, and amongst otber interesting objects presents 
some beautiful painted glass, brought from a ruined 
abhej in France ; two marble monuments in memory of 
Gainek and Dr. Johnson, both natives of this city ; 
another in the N. aisle^ in honour of Lady Mary Wortley 
Montaeue; a fourth in honour of Miss Seward; and a 
beautiful specimen of sculpture by Chaatrey, representing^ 
two children sleeping on a couch. 

The traveller should also notice the Bishop^s Palace, 
for many years occupied by the &mily of Miss Seward; 
St. MichaaFs Church, remarkable for its extensive ceme^ 
tery, an old edifice, with a lofty spiTe> in which is a tomb 
with a Latin inscription by Dr. Johnson, in memory of 
his.fother ; the Church of St. Mary, with a richly carved 
altar; the House in Bacon Street, where Dr. Darwin 
wrote his Zoonomia; the House at the comer of tho 
street on the W. side of the Market Place, noted as the 
birth-place of Dr. Johnson; the Market House; tho- 
Town HaU^ lemarkable as the place where Mrs. Siddotia 
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MC pstfoimed «Aar her ttani^; the HwpM •! 01* 
John^ a corioas specimen of ancient architectvn; th* 
wpoi wheie Lottf Brook fell doriag the Civil WaM, «•- 
luigiiiahed bj a pareneiit of vkite pabblet> and aa m* 
icriptioii conmeBioiatln^ the eveatf and the ¥nt Sthool 
of 8t. John^ wbeie AddiaeB) Johnsoo, Ganick* Ashttole 
the antiqnarj) Wollaaton, the author of the Baligioli of 
Natm, Hawkins Browne^ and tnany other ouihieat iaea> 
received the radiments of their edncatioa. . 

lichfleld hai also Cmother Ftte School^ called Mblot^s, 
a neat Theatre^ and aereral Charitable InstitutiiMtt* 0» 
Whittin^on Heath> about two miles from lichlteld, 
races of ihree days are amnally held, oa the lecond 
week ia September, P^, 6OT0. /am; the Geoigo> 
the 8wan» 

About i five miles ftom Lichfield* is Bttaidtnfi Pmrik^ 
the seat of the Marquis of Anglesea, a noble stone 
KniMin;, fturroonded ivy plehiini^ scenei^. 

RUDGLEY, or RUGEI^Y> ia OtaffiMdshtie, b a 
well-built town^ carryti^ on a considerable trade in hats* 
It has also several nills and iron forges, and derites 
great beaaflt finm its proximity to the Giaiid Traak 
Canal, which is here carried over the Treat by a noble 
aqutfdhet. About two auks N. of the town, ohChnttDck 
CThase, is a noted spring $ and about lour miles distant is 
Sfm^ioroUffH, celebrated for its aatmal as well as seulp«» 
t«al beauties. It was also the bitth«place of tha ihlaoaa>

the County Infimuiryi and^the County Gaol, h has alsa 
two Churehes, several Meeting Houses, a Free Scbaol, 
fouoded by Edwaid VL, aad the ruins of a Cbstla 
built by William 1. The chief trade cirried on hers isdia 
manufacture of shoes, boots, aad cutlery, aad the tanning 
ofJdather. There is also a considerable todic by lasam

NANTWICH, or NAMPTWICH, in Cheshire, is 
seated on the. Wever, which divides it into two parts; 
It has an ancient Church with an octagonal tower, and 
several Charitable Institutions, and carries on a consi- 
derable trade in salt, which is found: here, shoes mader 
for the London market, and gloves. The tanning bust**^ 
nes s also employs many hands. Pop, 466 1 . Jim /' the 
Grown. 

HIGHWAY SIDE, in Cheshire. About two miles 
fieom this place «re the ruins of BeetUm CeuUe, situated 
on a lofty rock. 

TARPORLE Y,. in Cheshire, is a small and neat town^ 
noted for an annnal hunt. Pop. 800. Inn; the Swan. 

CHESTER. See No. 48. > 

HAWARDEN, in Flmtshive, is a large and well-bnile 
town, with theruins of an anc lent Castle ; The modem' 
Castle, the residence of Sir S. Glynne, is a handsome 
oaatelkited building, adorned with numerous paintings. 
Many of the inhabitants are employed in themanumco 
torerof earthenware. Pop, 5059. 

Beyond Ifewaiden are' the picturesque ruins of Ewho 
du^, where the forces of Henry U. were defeated by^ 
the sons of Owen Gwvnedd. 

HOLYWELL, in Flintshire, is so called fromaco^ 
pious apfbg here, celebrated in legendarf history, as Str 
Winifred's Well. In its vicinity are extensive lead 
nines well worthy the attention of the curious, and nu- 
merous manufectories of paper, nraff, copper, and cotton: 
It is a fiourislunp^ town, and has a modern Church, and 
plaoes of won&p for the Roman Catholics and JA'^ 
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"Sen Holywell,. and at a 8hoi$ distance from the sea, 
18 Mostyn Hall, the seat of Sir T. Mostyn, exhibiting 
vadoos styles of architectaie since the time of Henry 
yi. It contains numerous pictures, bustSj statues, speci- 
mens of armour, and other relics of antiquity. Pop» 8800, 
/fuuy the Red Lion, the White Horse, the King*s Arms. 

ST. ASAPH, in Flintshire, is a small but pleasant 
city,, between the Clwyd and ihe Elwy, over which ave 
handsome bridges. The Church is a neat building, and 
the E. window is adorned with stained glass/ executed 
by Sainton. Amongst the tombs is that of Dr. Isaac 
Barrow. The Episcopal Palace is a commodious resi« 
dence, and the scenery of the Clwyd in the vicinity of 
St. Asaph is panicularly beautiful. Pop, 2156. Jnni 
the White Lion. 

ABERGELEY, or ABERGELEU, in Denbighshire, 
is a populous village on the sea coast, much frequented 
as a watering-place, the sands being well adapted for 
bathing, and the scenery in the vicinity beautiful. Near it 
is a singular rock called Cefn Oge, in which are seveml 
natural caverns. Pop, 9S17. /nti,*. the Bee. 

CONWAY, or ABERCONWAY, in Caernarvonshire, 
consists chiefly of poor habitations. It waa ftfrmerly 
announded by high and nuissive walls, strengthened by 
tnrenty-four circular and semi<K;ii€ular towers, which, 
withi four gate-waysj' still remain in tolerable preserva- 
tion. The Church contains sev^al monuments of the 
Wynne family, and a curious inscription respecting 
Nicholas Hocker ; but the principal object here worthy 
of notice is the remains of the Castle, one of the most 
magnificent' works of Edward I. It is seated on a rock, 
washed on two sides by the Conway, and is of -an oblong 
form, flanked by eight embattled towers, rendering it a 
grand and picturesque objects . Pap, 1 105. Iwm ; the 
Bull, ihe Harp, and the Ferry House Inn. 

Across the Laoen Sands, the passage of which- is 
however sometimes dangerous, by the ferry, to 

BEAUMARIS in Anglesea. This small town is 
the capital of tiie county, and is pleasantly situated. 
The principal objects worthv of- notice are,- the Town 
IkUlf an' $lih;ant modem building, comprising a prison. 
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•teinbles^ And aifembly nM>ni ; Ui^ fnmaiiii of tile Cwrtle 
ttd Town W^llt ; umI the Churchy eoDtaining^ a cnrioiis 
moDoment with two alabaiter fl^tei, and the remains of 
Lady Beatrix Herbert, the danghter of Lord Herbert of 
Cherbury, who was buried in the vestry. Here aho is 
an old donnty Hall, a Free School, and a Costom House-. 
The bay in front 6f the town is Well adapted for sea- 
bathing*, and Is a fieqnent i«fbge (bt rtiips In stormj^ 
weather. 

Aboat four miles frtrai Beaumaris, are the yestices of 
FmiMon Pfiory, donsisting of the tefeelory, -the £»mii^ 
tory, and the church, the interior of which presents a 
ftfte subject for the study of the antiquary. Neat Beau* 
maris, also, is Bmron HiU^ the seat of Lord Bnlkeleyj 
commanding beautiful prospects. Pop* 8t95. /nili^ 
the Buirs Head.

DUNSTER, In Somersetshire, is sitaatad about one 
n^ile from the Bristol Chaimel, and is distuifaished by 
its CasUe, situated on an eminence coaiimanding an ex* 
tensive land and sea view. Here the famous William 
Prynne was for some time confined. Pop. 895. 

MINEHCAD, in Somersetshire, is romaatically situ-* 
hted, and is much frequented for sea bathing, thd climate 
being particularly mild, and the surrounding scenery 
beautiful. The Church, situated in what is called the 
Upp^r Town, contaiins a good statue of Queen Anne. 
Pop. \%^, /nn/ the Feathers, 

PORLOCK, is situated on the sea coast of Somerset- 
shire, and is remarkable for its wild and romantic 
scenery. The Church eontains several ancient monu- 
ments, .Near this villa^ is Dunkery Beacon, the per* 
])6ndicuiar height of which is 1668 feet. On a fine day 
its summit commands a view at least 500 iniles in cir- 
cumference. Pop. 769. 

About two miles from Porlock is the village of CW- 
bone, so completely aiirroimded by lofty mountains, that 
the sun ia not aeen here during three months in the 
year. 

LINTON, m Devonshire. Neat this village is an ex- 
traordinary txaetealled the FmHey^ of 5eon09,or ViUley of 
Rocks, consisting of a hollow, bounded ami overspread 
with Taut rocky ficagments piled upon each other^ and 



ranovnded by heights composed of maMes^fofming^ ill 
loaie places colamnsj like the ruins of human ait* 
itmf the Lion. 

COMBE M/UITIN, in Devonshire, is seated is n 
deep valley, and Ims long been famous lor akadaftd 
silver mine, now abandoned. Pop. 1039, 

ILFRACOMBE, in Devonshire, is delightfully sHn* 
ated on the Bris^>l Channel, and has a safe and convex 
aieot harbour, defended by a good pier. It has mi* 
merons fishing boats, and employs several vessels in the 
transport of ore from Cornwall, coals from Wales, and 
corn to Bristol. It is also much frequented in summer 
for sea bathing. In the Church is a monument in me- 
mory of Captain Bowen, who was killed in the attempt 
on Teneriffe, under Lord Nelson. Packet Boats sail from 
this place to Swansea, Bristol, and Miiford Haven, and 
private vessels may be hired here at any time. Pop. 
26S2. Jntu; the Hotel, the Britannia.

The Church is a handsome 
stone febric, apparently of the age of Henry VI., con- 
taining numerous monuments, several curious bmsses of 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, and a fine altar- 
piece by Rubens. Here also are Meeting Houses and 
Charitable Institutions. Pop. 4486. Jnns; the Sun, 
the Swan. 

SHEFFORD, in Bedfordshire. About a mile from 
this town is Southill Houte, the seat of the Whitbread 
family. Pop, 618. Jmu ; the George, the White 
Hart. 

CARDINGTON, in Bedfordshire. In the Church is a 
monument by Bacon> in memory of Samuel Whitbread, 
Esq., and a tablet in honour of Howard the philan- 
thropist, who resided several years in a house near the 
church-yard. 

BEDFORD, the county-town of B«dfoidBhiie« ii tita* 
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ated in a fertile tract on the Ouse^ called the Vale of 
Badfoid. It employs a conaiderable number of tha 
poor in the manwictafe of lace, and earrief on an exten- 
•ira trade in oom^ coals, timber, and malt. Ub public 
b«ildings*aio five Churches, the •prineipid of which^ 
St. PauT> was formerly Collegiate ; the County Gaol ; 
the County Infirmary ; a hancbome stone Bridge over 
the Ouse; and a Lunatic Asylum. There are also 
seveml Meeting Houses, and a Free School, and other 
Charitable Institutions. Pop, 5466. Iims ; the GeoTge, 
the Star, the Swan. 

HIGHAM FERRERS, in Northamptonshire, is situ- 
ated on a rocky eminence. The Church is a handsome 
buildiag, richly ornamented with carving and- monu* 
ments. Here also is a Free School, which once formed 
part of a college, founded by Archbishop Chichele, now 
in ruins. Pop. 877. /nny the Dragon. 

A mile and a half from Higham Ferrers is Riuhden 
HnUl, once the residence of John of Gaunt. 

KETTERING, in Northamptonshire, stands on 
rising ground. It has a Church containing a few ancient 
monuments, several Meeting Houses, and a Free School. 
Dr. Gill» the commentator, was a native of this place. 
Many of the inhabitants are employed in spinning and 
lace making. Pop. S668. Inns; the George, the White 
Hart. 

About two miles from Kettering is BoughUm House, 
the seat of the Buccleugh family. It contains a fine col- 
lection of paintings, and has beautiful grounds. 

ROCKINGHAM, in Northamptonshire, is a small town 
on the Welland, in Rockingham Forest, noted at an early 
period for its iron works. The Church contains some 
fine monuments, and on an eniinence above the town is 
the Castle, formerly a strong fortress, and the occasional 
residence of several English Kiags. Little of the ori- 
ginal building, which was erected by William I. remains, 
b ut within its precincts is the spacious mansion of Lord 
Sondes. Po». 278. /fta; Lord Sondes* Arms. 

UPPINGHAM, in Rutlandshire, is a well-built town, 
consisting principally of one street, and a K^uare, in 
^faich stands the Chuteb^ a fine Gkiithic utructuie, con« 



imiaadg mom haticlflDibe aloiiinBeiilii. K lia« tlio a Wttk 
School and an Hospital. Annual races are held iMvi. 
Jeramy Taylot was lector of this plaoe, Ptp. 1(30. 
Inn; the Falcon. 

. OAKHAM, Of 6KEHAM> the eounty^toira of R«i«l 
llmdsfaiie, is situated itt the rich vale of Gadmass^ amd it 
adbned with a handsome Gothic Chiireh« It has also 4 
Free School $ a modern County Gaol| a Market doss; 
sn Hdspital, and the femains of a Castle, censbtiii^ 
pfiiicipally of the Hall, used for the business of thft 
eounty. Oakham is remarkable for an anotem custom ; 
the first time any Peer of the Realm comes wiHiin the 
boundaries of the lordship, he forfeits a shoe Arom the 
-horse he rides on to the Lord of the Manor, unless he 
•comraiu^s for it ; several of these memorii^ may ht 
ieen nailed on the Hall Door. 

About two miles from Oakham is Bmky on ih0 tiUf, 
4he magnideent seat of the Earl of Wincheisea, and one 
of the finest mansions in England. The architecture is 
of the t>brie order, possessing^ much splendour and ele- 
gfunce united with simplicity. On the 8. side of th^ 
edifice is a; lermce 900 feet long, and S6 broad, com* 
manding views of extraordinary beauty. The interior is 
tichly ornamented with numerous porttaitSi pictures of 
the Italian school, a yaluable library, and a staircase 
painted in fresco, by Landscroon. Here James I. visited 
Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, when Ben Jonson^ 
Masque of the Gipsies was first performed, and here 
Jeffery Hudson, the dwarf, was brought to table in a 
t>ie before Charles I. Pop. 9160. Inns; the Crown« 
the George. 

MELTON MOWBRAY, in Leicestershire, is a small 
but well-built town on the Eye, over whicn ate two 
rood bridges. It has a handsome Church, and a good 
Free School. Pop* 2SI5. Inm ; the Swan, the Angel. 

NOTTINGHAM, the capital of Nottinghamshire, is 
ft large and populous town, situated on an eminence 
above the meadows, on the banks of the Trent, and 
Celebrated as one of the principal seats of the stocking 
manufacture. It has filso lan-ymrds, and ft manufeetory 
of earthenware, and is BOted for its oapftcious cellars 

T 2 
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•faoUowad in tbe rook^ and atored with ^zceHent 
Uquon. 

The. principal public bttildingi are the New Exchange, 
at the end of the Matket Place ; the County £hll^ 
Biected in 1770 ; the Town Hall« compsiaing the offices 
for the corporation; the Town Priion; tbe Count jr 
Gaol ; the Infirmary ; the Lunatic Asylum^ near the 
town ; St. Peter*! Churchy with a lofty spire ; St. Mary's 
Church, standing on a bold eminence, and built in the 
collegiate form; and the Castle, a handsome edifice, 
erected on the site of the ancient fortress by the Duke of 
Newcastle, towards the close of the seventeenth century. 
Nottingham has also another Church, a Chapel, a Roman 
Catholic Chapel, several Meeting^Houses,and Charitable 
Institutions, a spacious Market Place,and a Fiee School. 
In this town Charles I. erected his standard when the 
(tsivil wars commenced in 1648 ; and here Gilbert Wake- 
field and Henry Kirke White were bom. Pop, 40,415. 
Iwm: the Blackmoor's Head, the White Lion. 

Between Nottingham and Mansfield is Sherwood 
ForoU and Newtiead Abbey, formerly the seat of the 
Byron family, and interesting to the lover of literature, 
as having b^n for man^ years the residence of the late 
noble lord ; it was originally a priory of Black canons^ 
and part of the Abbey Church still remains, as well as 
an apartment in which Edward III. slept. 

Mansfield, in Nottinghamshire, is an ancient and 
flourishing town, with a Gothic Church, containing nu- 
merous monuments, and some remains of painted glass. 
It employs a great number of frames in making stockings 
and gloves, both of silk and cotton, and has several 
cotton mUls, factories of double point net, and an iron 
foundiy. The malting and stone trades are also carried 
on to a considerable extent. The principal building in 
Mansfield is the Moot Hall, containing an Assembly 
Room, and it has also a small Theatre, a Coffee Room, a 
Cold Bath, a Bowling Green, and several Charitabla 
Institutions. Pop, 7861. Iniu; the Crown, tlie Swan. 

PLEASLEY, in Derbyshire. About half a mile from 
this place, is a romantic dell of great beauty, leading to 
tbe cotton worke> called Pleasley Forge. 



ROTHERHAM, in the W. Riding o^ Voikriiire^ is 
pleasantly situated near the confluence of the Rotheir 
and the Don. It carries oii a consideiabte trade in 
toals and lime, but is chiefly noted for its extensive 
iron-worlcs established bv Messrs. Walker in l^^B, and 
situated on the opposite bank of the river, in the village 
of Masborough. The magnitude of these contrivance 
for casting iron may be judged of by the fact that the 
iron bridges of Sunderland and Yarm, as well as that of 
Southwark in the Metropolis, were constructed in this 
place. Rotherham has a College for the instruction of 
independent. Dissenting Ministers; an elegant Church, 
erected in the time of Edward IV., and several Meeting 
Houses, one of which was built by Mr. S.Walker, who 
was buried within its walls. Pop. 9698. Jmus the 
Crown, the Red Lion. 

About four miles from Rotherham is WefUworfh 
House, the seat of Earl Fitzwilliam, a magnificent 
structure, consisting of a centre and wings more than 
900 yards in length. The apartments are elegant, and 
are adorned with numerous antiquities and paintings, 
amongst w|iich is the celebrated picture of Lord Straf- 
ford, by Vandyke. Near the entrance to this mansion {a 
the MausolpQu), exacted by ^arl Fitzwilliam. in honour 
of his uncle the Marquis of Rockingham. It is a lofty 
free-stone building, of Grecian architecttiie, .Oontaining 
a marble statue of the Marquis by NoUdcens^ and busts 
o! several of his political friends. 

BARNSLEY, m the W. Riding of Yorkshire, con- 
tains numerous forges for making wire, nails, hardware^ 
&c., and extensive manufactories of Knen cloth, and 
bottles. It has a Church dnd a Free School. Pop, 
8284. Inns; the White Bear, the King's Head. 
. HUDDERSFlflU), in th^ W. Riding of Yorkshife, 
is a large and populous town, carrying on a very exten- 
sive manufacture of serges, kersevmeres, and broad and 
narrow cloths. It has an ancient but handsome Church, 
several Meeting Houses, and a Cloth Hall. 

IVo miles S. of the town, on Castle Hill, are the te- 
mftins of the ancient city of (kunbo^unum* P^* 18,984. 
inn9 ; ibt George, the Swan.

HAIMAX, iathe W. Ridiag of Yoduhire^ is a well- 
built and opatont place^ deriving iu preaent importance 
firom the nnanufactuTe of .cloth, which was commenced 
here about the middle of the sixteenth century, and i« 
now earned en in this town and its vicinity. It has 
also numerens cotton^mills and factories, and is the 
principal mart for stuffs, such as shalloons, serges^ 
tatnmies, calimancoes, kerseys, &c., for the sale of 
which there is an immense building, called the Piece 
Hall, occupying a space of 10/)00 square yards, and 
containing upwarda of 800 rooms, open once a week. 
The vicinity of Halifax abounds with coal, and the 
Calder Navigation, > which comes within two miles, af» 
fords it a cheap mode of carriage. 

Halifiuc has two Churches,- the Old Church, a ve- 
nerable Gothic structure, containing several ancient 
monuments;, and the New Church, a large building in 
the Grecian style. There are also several Meeting 
Houses and Charitable Institutions. A singular custom, 
called Gibbet Law, was long prevalent here, by which 
the inhabitants were authorised to behead any person 
found guilty of theft, by means of a nuichine resembling 
a goillotine. Pop. 12,628. Jwns; the Talbot, the 
White Lion. 

KEIGHLEY, in the W.Riding of Yorkshire, is seated 
on the Aire* over which there is a handsome stone 
bridge. The cotton, linen, and worsted manufactures, 
are carried on here to a great extent, and large quan- 
tities of the lattefr article are sent in an unfini&ed state, 
to Halifax and Bradford. The Church contains two very 
ancient grave-stones, one of which is supposed to have 
been laid down in the time of Canute the Great, as it 
bears the date 1028. Pop, 9228. Jnns; the Devonshire 
Armsj the New Inn. 

SKIPTON, in the W. Riding of Yorkshire, is situated 
in the district called Craven* on the banks of the Aire, 
and is noted for the sale of corn, cattle, and sheep. Its 
trade is greatly benefited by the Leeds and Liverpool 
cana]> which passes by it. Here is an ancient Casde, 
said to have been erected soon after the Conquest, and 
pvt into habitable repair by the calebiated Anne Clif- 
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ford« whoae birth-place it ymn, and who made it one of 
her priocfipAl residences. It' is now the propevQr*pf the 
Earl of Thanet. The Church contains several monn- 
ments of the Clifford fiunily, and there is also a g^od 
Giammar School. Pop, 341 ] . Inru ; the Black Horse^ 
the New Inn, the Devonshire Ifotel. 

SETTLE, in tiie W. Riding of Yorkshire^ is a small 
town on the Ribble, remarkable for its situation at the 
loot of a lofty lime-stone rock^ the summit of whioli 
commands a fine view. A great number of cattle fure 
sold at its foir8» and it has numerous cottop andothef 
mills. Settle, however, has no churchy being situated 
in the parish of Gig^swiek, a village about three-quar- 
ters of a mile distant, which has a handsome Church 
and a Free School. About a mile N.W. of Giggtos^r 
wick, is an ebbing and flowing well, which has'longf 
been visited as an object of curiosity. Pop. 1508,^ Jnm; 
the Golden Lion, the Spread Eagle.- v 

INGL£TON, in the W. Riding 6f Yorkshire, is a vili^ 
lage remarkable for the number of. pictoresqueobjeota 
in its vicinity ; the principal of which are IngUhorough 
Motmtam, 8361 feet above the level of the sea; Whamh 
ode MmmUmi, 9384 feet high,- PennigcaU Hill, 21270 
feet high, all commanding fine prospects; Thomtfm 
Sear, a tremendous cliff, about 300 feet in height; 
Thomtim Fwety a beautiful cascade, falling about 30 
yards; YoreUu Cave, an arched opening under the 
mountain, called Gleg-roof, adorned with tK>me curious 
petrifactions ; and fFeathercoie Cave, of a still more ro- 
mantic character, exhibiting a cascade falling more 
than 60 feet, /rm/ the Horse. 

KIRKBY LONSDALE, in Westmorland, is a neat 
town on the W. side of the Lune dr Loyne, over which 
is an elegant bridge. It has an ancient Church, cele- 
brated for the fine prospect firom its cemetery. Here 
also are several mills, worked by a brook, the waters of 
which give motion to seven wheels placed one above 
another. Pop, 1643. Inns; the Rose and Crown, the 
Royml Oak*

HAWES or HALL'S WATER, abont th«B« fmles 
long, and half a mile broad, aboonda with char/ pe^tS|ir, 
trout, Ac. t 

ULLS-WATER, the most beaatiful of the lakesi 19 
aituated fwrtl^ in Cumberland, and partly id WestrnMnrr 
land. It ii nme miles long, but its gieatest width >i$ 
little more than one, and in one part a Vast rock pro-r 
jects, so as to reduce it to less than a ^uatter of a mile* 
The rocks of UUs Water and its vicinity are celebrate<| 
for reverberating sounds/ the report of d cannon may be 
distinctly heard idx or seven times, and the effect pro« 
dooed by a musical wind instdment is partioMlarly beauf 
ttfnl. The lake abounds with fi$h, pacticularly tiou^ 
l^rch, and eels. On the summit of IhinmcUlet, at the 
K. £.^ end of UUs- Water, are the rums .of an ancient 
Jbuilding, by some supposed to have been a Roman sta* 
tion, by others a Benedictine priory. 

DERWBNT WATER, distinguished by thefpcandeur 
of its scenery, is situated near Keswick. It .is of att 
irregular form, about three milea long and one and, a 
half broad, and contains s^Veml smfdl but beautifiit 
islands. The principal objects here worthy of notice 
are, the Lowdore Water FaU,* the mountain, of Skid' 
daw, to the N.j the fi^rrowdale rocks at tlie S. ex-: 
tremi^' of the lake ; the Bowdar Stone y and the s^ts 
adorning the banks. 

WAST- WATER is surrounded by romantic mowt- 
tains. which almost meet at the base, and render the 
access ito this beautiful lake difficult. 

BASSENTHWAITE WATER, or BROAD WATER^ 
Hboui four miles long, and one l»oad, is situated to the 
N.W. of Derwent Water, with which it is connected 
b^ the river Derwent, and derives its grandeur from its 
Ticinity to Skiddawr which soars above the interpoung 
vale. The. contiguous scenery affords some very fine 
views; and the prospect from Ouse Bridge is exceeds 
ingly beautiful. 

BUTTER-MERE WATER, a mile and a half long, 
and half a mile broad ; Crummock Water, four miles 
long, and about half a mile broad; Low£S Water^

RYMLL WATER, abool a mile in cliouaitoeDee^ ^ 
is aupplied by the Rothay, and ia iat en pcr ae d with 
aeveittl picturesque islands. 

WtHDER MERE, or WINANDBR MERE, teii 
mikaloag, and three broad, is principally supplied by 
the Rotha^ and the Brathav. It is the most extaaaive 
hdre in Enghmd, apd is adomed with idevan beautiAil 
lalands, the largest of which is called Corwen^s Islandi 
Inom the name of the proprietor. The water ia pattica^ 
lariy clear, and abounds with trou^ perch, char, ftc. 

ESTHWAITE WATER, iituat«d close to the totm 
tif Hawkahead, it about two miles long, and half a mile 
broad*. Its shores are fringed with woodj and towaida 
the head is a small floating ishmd. 

C0NI8T0N t^AKE, or THURSTTON WATER^ about 
liftven Hdlaa ia hmgtfi, and three-quarters of a mila at 
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iU greatest brendtb, U noted as well a» Win^ennjere fopr 
it> char. Its chamcter is paTticulavlj Tomuilict iMid-Ml 
ita banks aie scattered nwneroua cottages.

KNARESBOaoUGH, in the W. Riding of Yoikshiw/ 
is a neat and well-built town^ delightfully situated on tlie 
N.E. bank of the Nidd^ and commanding many fine 
views. Its Gh«Tch contains several monataeBta) MiA it 
has the remains of a Castle erected at the ColiqfiM^ ' 
which formed a place of confinement for Richani II., 
but was dismantled after its reduction by the ^Parlfoment 
army^ under Lord Fairfax. Opposite these rums, in tfaft 
walk along the bank of the Nidd, is a celebrated Petfi-^ 
fying or Dropping Well, springing in a deeliritjr at the 
foot of a lime-stone rock ; and near it' is a curious ex- 
cavation made in the solid rock^ called St. Robert's 
Chape], and adorned with yaiious Gothic otnan^ents, 
and several heads. 

About half a mile lower down the river are the t^ ' 
mains of a priory, founded by Richard Plantagenet^ and 
a mile to the E., is Robeffs Cave, so named from a 
hermit who retired here in the reign of King John^ but 
since rendered remarkable by the discovery of a murder 
. committed here by Eugene Aram fifteen yearn befefe^ 
Knaresborough has manufhctories of linen and eotloii 
and its com-maxket is one of the largest in ^e coanty.

iBLANDFORD, in Dorsetshire, is seated on the Stour. 
It was almost entirely destroyed by fire in 1731, but has 
since been rebuilt in a very handsome style. The prin- 
cipal objects worthy of notice are the Town Hall, a neat 
building of Portland stone, containing a tablet with an 
inscription respecting the fire^ and the Church, an ele* 
g«Bt edifice 01 Grecito architectuie, sunnoiiBted by 1^, 
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tower and cupola. Blandford has a large inanafieictoTy 
of shirt-buttons, more of these articles being made' herd 
than at any other place in England. Races are held in 
July or August at Tarent Monkton in the vicinity. ' 

About five miles distant is Milton Abbey, a magnifl* 
cent quadrangular building, erected by the Earl of Dor- 
chesterj from designs by Sir W. Chambers, on the site 
of an ancient abbey* The apartments contain a valuable 
collection of paintings, and the Chapel, \rhich was -the 
abbey church, is richly adorned. On the south side is 
an old room, called the Monk's Hall, the original re- 
fectory, ornamented with a fine oak roof and a beautiful 
carved screen. Pop. 2648^ Inns; the Crown, the Grey- 
hound. . 

DORCHESTER, the capital of Dorsetshire, and a 
town of great antiquity, is seated on the Frome. The 
principal objects worthy of notice are St. Peter's Churchy 
a large and handsome structure, containing several an- 
cient monuments and inscriptions ; the Town Hall, be-' 
neath which is the Market Place ; the County Gaol, a 
modern aiid commodious edifice on the site of a castle ;

and Philosophical Spciety; a library; a museum, con* 
aisling of rase and curious specimens of natural history, 
and a laxge collection of interesting objects from foreign 
parts ; an exhibition-room for the membejs of the Liver- 
pool Academy, in which are deposited a series of paiot- 
jngs iDustTative of the progress of the arts ; a labora- 
tory ; and a room containing casts of the Elgin marbles, 
pf thie Phigalian frieze, and of other celebrated specimen^ 
of sculpture. The visiter should also notice the Athe- 
n«enm, m Church Street, a neat edifice, comprising a News 
Itoom, and Library of more than 10,000 volumes » this 
Lyceum, a handsome structure at the end of Bold Street, 
centaiainig a spacions coffee and reading room^ and an 
elegant circular library with upwards of 22,000 volumes; 
the Union News lloom, in whu:h is a good painting by 
Fuseli, emblematical of the Union of ^^land and Ire- 
land j tl^e Exchange News Room, a beautiful specimen 
of the Ionic order, forming the E. wing of the New 
Exchai^ Buildings; the Liverpool Royal Museum a\ 
the end of Church Street; and the Botanic Garden, neav 
Edge Hill, richly furnished with rare and valuable plants 
from different parts of the globe. 

The principal places of amusement are^ the Theatre in 
'Williamson Square, a commodious edifice, opened in 
1772 ; the Circus for equestrian exercises, in Springfield, 
;Stzeet; th« W«U«iigton Assembly Rooms at Mount 
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er«eted from designs by Mt. E. Aikin; the Music HaU\ 
and the Rotunda Billiard Boom, both in Bold Street; 
and the Mount, or St. James's Walk, at the top of Duke 
Street, fonning a delightful promenade. 

Liverpool also possesses nineteen Churches, four Cha- 
pels or Meeting Houses for Independents; three for 
Unitarians ; six for Methodists ; three for Welsh Cal- 
▼inists; five for Baptists; one for Sandemanians, or 
Gkssites; one for Quakers; a Synagogue; a Scotch 
Church; a Scotch Chapel; and five Roman Catholic 
Chapels. The most remarkable of these are, St. Nicho- 
las, or the Old Church, at the N. end of St. George's 
Dock, surmounted by a modem iower and spire, in the 
Gothic style ; St. George's, at the end of Castle Street, a 
handsome edifice of the Doric order; St. Thomas's, 
Park Lane, formerly distinguished by a lofty spire, part 
of which was obliged to be taken down in 1822; St. 
Paul's, in Earl Street, with a noble Ionic portico ; St. 
John's, St. John's Lane> surrounded by a public ceme* 
tery, in which not less than 27,000 persons have been 
buried within twenty years ; St. Michael's, in Kent 
Street, a handsome modem structure of the Corinthian 
order ; the Church in Duncan Street, for the School for 
the Blind, adorned with a portico in exact imitation of 
the temple of Jupiter Panhellenius, in the island of 
Egina, and a beautiful altar-piece by Hilton, representing 
our Saviour restoring sight to the blind ; Christ Churchy 
in Hunter Street, an elegant fabric, adorned vrith au 
organ of singular construction, and surmounted by a 
dome, the summit of which commands a fine view of 
Liverpool; the Unitarian Chapel, in Paradise Street, 
which is a tasteful and elegant building; Bmnswick 
Chapel, near Daulby Street, belonging to the Methodists; 
the Independent Chapel, in Great George Street, origi- 
nally designed for the Rev. Thomas Spencer, who was 
drowned during ita erection ; the Catholic Chapel, in 
Blake Street, a modem edifice in the Gothic Istyle ; and 
the Jews' Synagogue, with a handsome front of the Doric 
order. 

The Charitablel nfttitutions ate varied and numerous ^ 
amongst the chief feire the Old and New Inflnnftries ; thft 
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Seaman'^ Hospital ; the School for the Blind,* the Blue 
Goat Hospital ; the Workhouse ; the House of Reco^ 
▼enr; the IjODatic Asylum; two Dispensaries; two 
Ophthalmic Institutions ; the Ladies' Society ; Savings' 
Bank ^ Bible Society ^ &c. &c. 

Liverpool, though situated in the most extensive 
manufacturing county in England, is not in itself a 
manufacturing town. It has, however, numerous houses 
for the refining of sugar, an extensive pottery, iron 
foundries, public breweries^ roperies, &c. There are 
also slips for building vessels, and a great number of 
windmills and steam-engines, in or near the town, for 
grfnding corn, colours, dyers' wood, &c. The making 
of files, watches, and tools^ is likewise carried on to a 
considerable extent, and there is an extensive manufac- 
tory of iron chain cables. 

• At Ef>ertcn, near Liverpool, may be seen the cottage 
in which Prince Rupert established his head-quarters 
when he besieged this town, in 1644.

NEWCASTLE-UNDER-UNE, in Staffordshire, is a 
place of coasideiable conmercial iniportattee» haviagr 
manufactories of hats and shoes. Great qnantities of 
earthenware are also manufactured in the neighbour- 
hood. It formerly possessed four Churches, only one 
of which remains ; but it has several Meeting Houses, 
and Charitable Institutions.

The principal objects worthy of 
notice are, the Church, containing numerous monuments, 
tome of which are in memory of the Huntingdon fitmily, 
and a curious ancient finger pillory ; and the ruins of

two queens, Mary, Queen of Scots, and Anne, the wife of 
James I., as well as by that monarch himself. This 
town has also Meeting Houses, and manufactories of 
hats and stdckings. Near this place is a mineral spring 
called Grifydam, Pop.

BURTON-UPON-TRENT, in Staffordshire, is an 
ancient town, situated, as its name imports, on the Trent, 
over which is a picturesque bridge of more than thirty- 
arches. It is noted for its ale^ great quantities of which 
are sent to London and other places ; and it has manu- 
factories of hats and cotton articles. Burton has a neat 
modern Church, a spacious Town Hall, and a Free 
Grammar School. In the walls near the Church may be 
seen vestiges of an Abbey founded here aboat 1003.

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TUTBURY, in Staffordshire, is a small town on the 
tkrfe, noicd for the remaras of a niagmficent CaMle, for- 
merly the prineipal seat of the Daltes of Lancaster, and 
atoae period the plaee of coBfaement ofMarfyQoeeii 
of Scots.

LYNN REGIS, or KING^S LYNN, in Norfolk, is a 
large and populous town of considerable antiquity, 
seated on the Great Ouse, about nine miles from the 
German ocean. It has a harbour capable of receiving 
900 sail, and carries on an extensive import trade in 
coals and wine, and export trade in com and malt. The 
town is divided into several parts by four small rivers, 
called Fleets, and is surrounded on the landside by a foss, 
defended bf a wall and bastions, now in a decaying 
■tate. 

The principal objects deserving notice are, the Church 
and Priory, a laig« and noble pile, founded in the time of 
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WiHkm n. ; St: Nicholaa' Cbapel, said to bate been 
erected about 1.^50 ,* tbe Guildhall, compjcising' courts of 
justice and . assembly- rooms; the Custom House and 
Bxchange, a very handsome edifice ; the Theatre; and 
tbe Market Place, a spacious area, adorned with a free- 
stone cross. The air of Lynn is said to be unhealthy, on 
account of its proximity to the fenny district. P©^, 
12,258. Inm ; the Crown, the Duke's Head^ the Globe, 
the Three Tuns. 
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ST. IVES, in Huntingdonshire, is a small town, plea- 
santly situated on the Ouse, over which is a handsome 
stone bridge. It carries on a considerable trad^ in malt, 
and its market is noted for the sale of cattle, sheep, pigs, 

Soultry, &c. It has a light and neat Churchy several 
[eeting Houses, and the ruins of a Priory, situated in- 
the N.E. part of the town. Slepe Hall, or Cromwell 
House, at St. Ives,, is remarkable as having been the. 
residence of b. Cromwell when he rented Wood Farm 
in the v icinit y.

The 
Church exhibits the styles of three diierent periods of 
architecture, and contains several monuments of interest, 
patticulariy one in memory of Si*f G. Foljambe, who 
foaaded a chantry here in lAie time of Edward III., and 
iMiodier ktk honour of l&x T. de We^esiey, killed at the 
baHle of Shrewsbury. Near the end of the town is a 
<}ottoa-H^ estaMtshed by Sir It. Aikwright. 

Two miles and a half from Bakewell is ChaXvixntky 
the magnificent seat of the Duke of Devonshire, and one 
of the wonders of the Peak.

^ally a fishing village, but was converted doTing tlie 
last jcentury into one of the most frequented watering* 
places in the United Kingdom ; it has a harbour formed 
bj a pier, which enables it to carry on a considerable 
trade, and affords protection to numerous fishing vessels 
employed in the supply of the I^ondon market* 

The principal objects worthy of notice are the Assem- 
bly Roomi^ a handsome, building of the Ionic order in 
Cecil Square; the Pier, along the top of which is a 
beautiful promenade ; a tablet on the side of the Pier 
recording the preservation of the York East Indiaman ; 
the Church, containing several ancient monuments ; and 
the Sea-bathing Infirmary, about quarter of a mile dis- 
tant. 

Margate has also excellent Baths, Bathing-Machines, 
a Theatre, several "Meeting-Houses, two Libraries, a 
well-supplied Market, and numerous Boarding-Houses. 
During the season, which begins in June and terminates 
in October, steam vessels sail every day between London 
atid this place, and perform the voyage in from six to 
nine hours. Races are then held here for three days, 
and excursions in sailing vessels are daily made to places 
in the vicinity, jmrticularly to the RectUvert or Two 
Sisters, the remains of a church situated on the edge of 
the cliff, about nine miles from Margate, and kept in 
repair by the Corporation of the Trinity House for the 
benefit of navigation*

Near Am- 
bleside, is Caigaarth Park^ remarkable as having bten 
the residence of the learned Bishop Watson. Pop, 8S8.

• The traveller then passes by RtfdaXl, near which is a 
lofty mountain, called Bydall Head, and the two beau- 
tiful lakes of Rydall and Grassmere. 

KESWICK, in Cumberland, is a small town at the 
N. extremity of Derwent Water, and is much resorted to 
by visiters to the lakes. Here are two private Museums, 
open however to strangers, containing specimens of all 
the mineralogical substances found in Cumberland. 
About one mile and a half S. of Keswick, on the summit 
of an eminence called Castlerigg, are the remains of a 
Druidical temple, whence there is a delightful prospect. 

Near this town also, are the lofty mountains of Skid- 
daw tokd SadMehadk. Pop, 1901. /fins,- the Queen's 
Head, the Royal Oak. 

COCKERMOUTH, in Cumberkod, U so called from 
its position on the Cocker, at its entrance into the Der- 
went.

RAVENGLASS, in Cumberland, is seated on the 
Esk. Near it is JUvncoiter Home, the seat of I^rd 
MoDcaster, who has made numerous improvements by 
planting the adjacent grounds. About two miles from 
this mansion, on the opposite side of the Esk, are ruins 
of considerable magnitude, called the City of BarnMcar, 
though no historical documents exist respecting them. 

PONSONBY, in Cumberland. Near this place, on 
the N. bank of the Calder, are the beautiful ruins of 
CtUderAbkey. 

EGREMONT, in Cumberland, is an ancient (own, 
pleasantly situated about two miles from the sea. On 
the W. ^ide.of the town are the ruins of d Castle, and in 
the vicinity, are several tumuli. Pop.. 1 74J . 

WHITEHAVEN, in Cumberland, is a handsome and 
well-built town which has risen into importance, during 
the last two centuries, in confeqnence ot its vicinity to 
the collieries belonging to the Lowther family. The 
pits are the deepest that have hitherto been worked, 
and they produce annually about 90,000 chaldrons of 
coals. The harbour is so well defended by stone piers, 
that at low water the shipping lie as in a dry dock. 
Whitehaven has three Episcopal Chapels, several Meet- 
ing Houses, and Charitable Institutions; a Theatre, and 
manufactories of cordage and sail-cloth. South of 
Whitehaven is the lofty promontory called St. Bee^s 
Head, on the summit of which is a lighthouse com- 
manding beautiful prospects. During summer, a steam- 
packet plies between this port, Liverpool, and Dumfries. 
Pop. 19,488. Inruf the George, the Globe, the King's 
Arms. 

WORKINGTON, in Cumberland, is a considerable

STRATFORD^ in Suffolk, is situated on the Stonr, 
and has a grreat road trade. Porp. 614. 

IPSWICH, the capital of Suffolk, and a place of great 
antiquity, is ^situated on a declivity on the banks of the 
Orwell. It contains fifteen Churches, including three in 
the liberty, but none of them entitled to particular 
^tioe ; a commodious Market House, erected in 1811'; 
a Theatre ; Assembly Rooms ; a Moderif Town Hall ; 
County Qaol \ Town Gaol \ House of Correction ; a 
Free Grammar School, originally founded by Cardinal 
Wolsey; a Custom House; several Meeting Housea 
and Charitable Institutions, and two yards for ship build- 
ing. About a mile ftom the town is a Race Course. 

Ipswich was formerly ' famed for its manufiacture of 
woollen cloth, but this has gradually dwindled away 
aince the middle of the seventeenth century ; and ita 
present commerce consists chiefly in the exportation of 
malt and corn, and in a coasting trade. Vessels commo- 
ifliously fitted up for passengers sail down the Orwell 
erery tide to Harwich, and return, affording prospects on 
th^ banks of that estuary, of unrivalled beauty. Ipswich 
'Was the native place of Cardinal Wolsey, Clara Reeve, 
and Mrs. Trimmer. Pop, 17,186. /m»; the Golden 
Lion, the Bear and Crown, the Coach and Horses, die 
TVhite Horse. 

STONHAM. Irm, ; the Pie. About four miles 'dis- 
fast is Helminghani Hail, a seat of the Dysart family, a 
quadrangular •structure of the time of Henry VIll., con- 
fining a good library, some fine paintings, and a choice 
collection of ancient armour. 

. SCOLE INN, or OSMONDISTON, in Norfolk, was 
form^ly noted for a singularly carved sign representing 
the arms of the chief towns and families of the county, 
and for a large circular bed, capable of containing 
thirty or forty persons.

About two miles from Halstead is iShtfiM MM, 
belonging to the Duke of Buckingham, an interesting^ 
specimen of ancient architecture, containing amongst 
other objects worthy of notice, a galtery, ealkd Queen 
Elizabeth's, in commemontion of her having twice 
Tisited this place, and a turioas stone ohimn^«piece^ 
iKulpCored with a repieseniatton of the battle of Boswoith 
field, and smaU statues of Henry VII. and his queen. 

SUDBURY, in Suffolk, is situated on the Stour, over 
which is a handsome stone bridge. It was once a place 
of much greater importance than at present, and pos- 
sessed a Prioiy, part of which is stiU standtqg. It hit 
three handsome Churohes, and a soiaU silk manuAictoiy. 
The Stour is navigable .to this town. Pqp* S950. /iiiit> 
the Rose and Crown>the Swan. 

BRADFlELD, in Suffolk. Near this place, is Brmi^ 
field Hall, remaikable as having been the residence of 
A* Young Esq., the secretary to the Board of Agri<* 
culture. 

BURY ST. EDMUNDS, in Suffettt, is an ancient 
town, delightfully situated on the W. bank of the Lark, 
or Bourne, and noted for the salubrity of its air. The 
principal objects worthy of notice are^ die Town Hall, 
originally ^ Church ; St, Mary's Church, erected in the 
fifteenth century, and adorned with an elegant roof, con- 
structed in France, and a beautiful porch on the N. side ; 
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St. J*m6»*l Cbtif«li, a fine Gothic buiMiftg, theg^ of 
which, situated about thirty feet distant^ is eoii»i<tered a 
noble specimen of Saxon architecture ; the Abbey gate, 
in the Gothic style, distinguished by a beautiful arch^ 
and numerotts sculptural embeUiafamQBtfts the Theatre 
and Assembly Rooms, both handsome modem edifices ; 
the New Gaol; the House of Correction, the Shire Hall, 
and the Suffolk Library. Bury has also a Free Grammar 
$cho«U several Meeting Houses, and Charitable lastitu- 
tions. The lower classes of inhabitants are employecji in 
making worsted yam. 

About three miles N.W. of Bury St. Edmund's is 
Hen§frave HaUy a noble specimen of ancient archi- 
tecture, the property of Sir T. Gage ; and three miles. 
S.W. of the town is Ickworth Park, the Earl of BristoFs, 
a beautiful domaiUi eleven miles in circumference, con- 
taining an old mansionj and the shell of a new edifice^ 
planneid by the late Earl, for the reception of the fine 
remains of antiquity he had collected in Italy. His 
death abroad prevented the completion of the building, 
which will probably become a picturesque ruin.

IXWORTH, is a neat town in Suffolk. Near it is 
7\vston Hali, the seat of the late Capel Lofft, Esq., well 
known in the literary worM.

«t Canterbury^ the most ancient edifice in England, and 
ofiten an toteieaUng study to the acebiteetuial antiquary!. 
The ptebesdal house is a handsome medem mansion, 
and to the S. of the Minster are ruins of the Arehr 
bishop's Palace, which still exhibit vestiges of ancient 
grandeur. Charles I. often visited Southwell, and the

Samson's, a Uiige build- 
ing in the form of a cross, with an elegant tower in the 
centre ; and St. Mary's, in the cemetery of which is an 
ancient stone cross. Pop. 1485. Jnnt; the Swan, the 
White Horse. 

MALMESBURY, in Wiltohire, is a very ancient town, 
formerly surrounded by a wall, some remains of which 
are still visible. The principal objects worthy of notice 
are, the remains of a celebrated Abbey, exhibiting curi- 
ous architectural specimens of different ages ; the Abbot's 
House, an antique building in the Ckrthio atyle ; and the 
Market Cross in the centra of tbe towa, aapposed to 
have been erected in the time of Henry VII. Malmes- 
bury has also a Church, several Meeting Houses, two 
Free Schoals, and other Charities, and oarriea oa a con- 
siderable numafiictnre of cloth, leather, gloves, |)aroh« 
meat, aad glue. It was the birth*plaoe of William of 
Malmesbury the historiaa, aad of Hobbea the philo* 
sopher. 

A mile from Malmesbury, is Charlton Park, an an- 
cient seat of the Earl of Suffolk, containing many fine 
portaits by Vandyke and Lely. Pop. 1976. /itn; the 
White Lion. 

ACTON TURVIL, ia Gloaeaatarvhiia. Three miles 
beyond this place^ is Badmintam Houte, tha laaidanae of 
the ducal family of Beaufort, a spacious edifice oa the 
French model, ereoted by the first dake towards tbe 
close of the seventeenth century^ it. is situated in a 
noble park, and is adorned with many^ne.woikaof avt^ 
particularly portraits of the Beaufort family, com- 
mencing with John of QauBt> and.

TENBY, in Pembrokeshire, is romantically situated 
on a rocky promontory stretching over the sands for a 
considerable distance, and at high water almost entirely 
suirounded by the sea.

HEL^rON^ in Cornwall, is a pop&lous town, situated 
on the side of a hill g^dually sloping to the river Cober. 
In the principal street is the Market House and Town 
Hall, and on an eminence stands the Church, with a 
lofty pinnacled tower, forming an excellent sea-mark. A 
singular festival, called the Furry Dance, is held here on 
the 8th of May. 

About two miles from Helston is PenroMy a handsome 
mansion, belonging to the lamily of that name. In the 
grounds is a large piece of water called Loe Pool, much 
and justly admired for the beautiful scenery surrounding 
it. Pop. 8671. /nft/ the Angel. 

MARAZION, or MARKET JEW, in Cornwall, is 
delightfully situated at the foot of a hill on St. Michael's 
Bay. ' It has a considerable trade in the importation of 
co$ls, timber, and iron. 

About a quarter of a mile distant is that extraordinary 
peninsular rock called St, MictuteVs Mount, which at 
spring tides is rendered entirely an island. It was for- 
merly much frequented by pilgrims who visited a shrine 
of St. Michael here, and was afterwards occupied by a 
monastery, which was converted into a military post 
during the Civil Wars, and taken by Colonel Hammond, 
the parliamentary general. A number of houses have 
since been erected at the foot of the Mount, and a pier 
constructed for the use of fishing vessels. The summit^ 
which rises upwards of 800 feet above the level of the 
ocean, commands delightftil prospects of the sea and the 
adjacent coast, PopA%^^, /tm; the Star.

WINCHESTER is the capital of Hampshire, and a 
place of great antiquity, having been the Saxon Metro- 
polis, the residence' of King John, and the birth-place 
of his son, Henry III., as welbas that of Arthur, the son 
of Henry VII. It is situated on the Itchin, which is na- 
vigable for barges, and has a direct communication with 
the sea, by means of a canal : little trade, however, ia 
carried on, though it has some employment [in wool- 
combing. 

The Cathedral is one of the most interesting build- 
ings in England, whether we consider the antiquity of 
its foundation, the importance of the scenes which have 
been transacted there, or the characters of the per- 
sonals buried within its walls. It is also curious as a 
specimen of Saxon, Norman, and English styles of archi- 
tecture, and contains numeious objects well worthy of 
notice, particularly six colBns containing the bonea of 
several Saxon kings and queens, the marble coiio of 
William Rufos, and amongst other monomeiita those of

The other objeets in Winchester worthy of attention 
fere, the College foiinded by Bishop Wykehaip, now one 
of the principal public schools in the kingdom ; the 
Town Hall, containing: the city archives, the standards of 
weights and measures for the kingdom^ and yarious other 
tintiquities ; the City Cross, of the age of Henry VI. ; thd 
County Gaol, on Mr. Howard's plan ; the Infirmary; the 
Maiket House; the Theatre; the Old Hall, originally 
pert of a Castle, where the assizes are held, and in which 
is preserved Arthur's Round Table. Winchester has 
also six parish Churches, and several Meeting Houses, 
and on the site of the Castle is a noble range of building 
erected as a palace for Charles II., bat afterwards con- 
verted into barracks. Races are held here annually. 

About four miles from Winchester is Apinglon Park, a 
«Nitof the Duke of Buckingham. It contains some elegant 
apartments, and a good collection of pamtings, but is 
particularly remarkable as having been the residence of 
the notorious Countess of Shrewsbury^ who was. often 
visited here by Charles II. The Old Green House is 
said to have been the room where that profligate monarch 
was emtertained* 

Pop. T789. Jnru; the George, the White Hart. 

About five miles from Winchester is Httrsley Lodge, 
remarkable as having once belonged to Richard^ th6 
fton of Oliver Cromwell, though the house has beei| 
since rebuilt. 

ROMSEY, or RUMSEY, in Hampshire, is a large 
and handsome town, watered by the Test, or Anton. 
The Church, formerly attached to a nuimery founded by 
Edward the Elder, is a venerable edifice^ buiU in the 
form of a cross, and adorned ^with iseveral ancient monu- 
ments. On the leads of its roof is an apple-tree of great 
ti%!t^ which produces excellent fruit, notwithstanding its 
singular situation. Bomsey has an Audit House and^i 
Town House, and once possessed a considerably shAre in 
the clothing trade ; Hvis, however> is now confined to th* 
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■haUooDi called rattinets. It has also a packing mamw 
factory and paper mills. Pop* 5128. InsM; the Bell, 
the White Horse. 

CADNAM. Here the traveller enters the New Forest* 
About two miles distant is Rufu^t Stone, erected by 
Lord Delawar^ on the spot formerly occupied by the 
tree against which the arrow glanced that killed William 
Rufus. 

RINGWOOD is an ancient town in the New Forest 
on the E. side of the Avon. It is noted for its malt 
liquor, and it has manufactories of woollen cloths and 
stockings. The neighbouring meadows are frequently 
overflowed by the Avon. Pop, 3804. Jnns i the 
Crown, the White Hart. 

POOLE, in Dorsetshire, is a sea-port town, on a 
peninsula, deriring it name from the pool, or bay, on 
the North side of which it is situated. The harbour 
is very safe, and will admit any vessel not exceeding 
fourteen feet draught. The principal branch of business 
is the Newfoundland fishery ; but it also imports deals 
from Norway, and coals from Newcastle, and exports 
com, provisions, nets, cordage, and sail-cloth. Near 
tbe mouth of tire harbour is an oyster-bank, upon which 
a great number of smacks are employed during the 
season for the supply of the London market. Poole has 
an ancient Church, with an elegant mahogany altar-piece, 
several Meeting Houses; a Market House, erected in 
1761; a Wool House; a Town Hall, with a prison 
uademeath ; and a Custom House. Pop. 6990. /flf^ ; 
the London Tavern, the Old Antelope, the New Ante<» 
lope.

CHRISTCHURCH, in Hampshire, is an ancient town, 
at the united mouths of the Avon and Stour, formerly 
defended by a Castle, vestiges of which may still be 
seen. It derives its name from a Priory and Church 
consecrated to our Saviour : the former has been 
destroyed, but the latter remains a very interesting study 
for the antiquary. It is a noble piece of architecture, 
and the interior contains some curious specimens of 
carving. The inhabitants are chiefly employed in the 
manufacture of stockings and gloves, and in the salmon 
fishery on its river. The port is rendered inaccessible to 
vessels of heavy burden by a sand bank. 

About a mile from Christchurch is AftuUly ford, much 
frequented for sea bathing. Pop. 4644. Inns; the 
Hotel, from which there is a fine view, the King's Arms, 
the George.

CRANBOURN,. in Dorsetshire, is a small, but neat 
town, with a very ancient Churchy formerly attached to 
a Benedictine -moiiiistery.

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About two miles dutftnt if Wimbom Si, Giles, the 
soble seal of the Earl of Shaftesbury. It U a lar^ em- 
battled edifice, erected at various periods, and contains 
some of the best apartments in England. In the giotti|da 
IB a beautiful grotto formed with shells and minerals, at 
an expense of 10,000/. Pop. 1823. ' 

WIMBORN MINSTER, in Dorsetshire, is a town of 

freat antiquity, situated in a delightful vale, on the river 
.Hen, near its confluence with the Stour. It is cele- 
brated for its beautiful collepriate Church, which exhi« 
bits a curious mixture of Saxon and Gothic architecture^ 
and contains the monuments of numerous illustrious per- 
sons who have been interred here : amongst these are 
the tombs of King Ethel red, the brother of Alfred, ami 
of the Duke and Duchess of Somersets the parents of 
Henry Vllth.'s mother. This town also contains Meeting 
Houses, a College^ or Free Grammar School, and several 
Charitable Institutions. Pop. 1387. /mu; the CiowOa 
the New Inn.

WARE HAM, in Dorsetshire, situated -on -a peniii* 
Bula formed by the Frome and the Piddle near their 
entrance into Poole Harbour, was anciently a place of 
great consequence, containing eight Churches; but the 
choking up of its harbour has greatly reduced the popu- 
lation. It still possesses three Churches, one of which, 
dedicated to St. Mary, is supposed to have been the 
burial-place of the Saxon kings. St. Peter*s Church i^ 
now converted into a Town Hall, School, and Prison s 
there are also several Meeting Houses, and a handsome 
bridge over the Frome. Wareham carries on a large 
trade in pipe clay, nearly 10,000 tons of which are anna- 
ally sent to vanous potteries in Great Britain. Pop. 
1981. Inns / the Red Lion, the Black Bear. 
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COHFE CASTLE^ in Dorsetsbiie* contiguous to a 
.town of the same name, is situated on a steep rocky hill, 
surrounded by walls of remarkable thickness, and com- 
mands a very extensive prospect It is noted in history 
as the place where Edgar held his court, where John 
kept his regalia, and .where Edward the Martyr was 
murdered. 

SWANAGE, in Dorsetshire, is situated at the S.E. 
extremity of the Isle of Purbeck, and is noted for its ex- 
portation of stone. Pop. 1607.

FARNHAM,in Surrey, is seated on the Wey, andis 
&moiMi for its hops, which are considered the best in 
the kingdom. It is also a large wheat-market. The 
principal buildings are the Church, adorned with a 
iieautiful altar-piece, and several handsome monuments, 
and the Castle, now the residence of the Bishops of Win- 
chester, containing a good library, and a valuable col- 
lection of paintings. Famham has also a Market House, 
and a Free School. 

. In the vicinity of Famham, near More Park, which 
was formerly the residence of Sir W. Temple, is a cave 
in a rock, called Mother LudkmCi Hohy through which 
flows a constant stream of pure water. This spot is said 
to have been a favourite place of retirement with Dean 
Swift, when he visited Sir. W. Temple. Sop. 3189.

SOUTHAMPTON, ia Hampafaiie> ia a flishioaabU 
wateria^-place, aitaated oo aa ana of the tea called the 
Southampton water. The eatiaDoo to it fh»m the Loadon 
Road is particularly beautiful. It was foraieily a 
port of consequeaee. It was here, that Canute lebuked* 
hie flattering courtieia when the disobedient tide waabed 
hia feet, and here Henry V* muateoed bis forces destined 
to the conquest of Fiance. Soothamplon ia now a htatd* 
acune and populous town, and earties on a- coasidefaUe 
traflic with Spain and Portugal, Fiance, the BaUie^ Jer« 
aev and Guernsey. 

The principal objects wotthy of notice are, tbe Bar 
Gate, a carious restige of early fortiftcationj at the eftrf* 
of the principal street ; All Saints Church, an elegant 
modem building, in which are deposited the reaiaina of 
Cart^et, the ciicnmnaTigator, and of Bryan Edwards^ 
the Author of the History of the West Indies, who was a 
resident in tlie Polygon at Southampton ; St. Michaera 
Church, a very ancient atruetare, containing the mono- 
ment of Lord Chancellor Wriothesley, and the remains^ 
of Bennet Langton, the friend of Dr. Johnson ; Holy- 
rood Churoh, in which is a monument by Rysbraeb,' 
with an epitaph by Thomson, in memory of a yomg 
lady- alluded to in the " 8eas<Hn|" and Remainaoftlia 
ancient Walls.

CREE TOWN, in Kirkcudbrightshire, is seated near 
the mouth of the Cree ; it employs a considerable num- 
ber of vessels in the coasting trade. Pop. 390. Inn ;

NEWTON STEWART or NEWTON DOUGLAS, in 
Wigtonshire, is situated on the Cree ; it has tan-yards, 
mud naavfactories of cotton and carpets. Pop. 8090. 
Itaus the Gokkn Lion, the King's Arms. 
• GLENLf X::E, in Wigtonahife, in a considerable village 
aituated on the bay of Glefil^we, where there is m good 
iMlbottr. P^* laaT. iM^;. the Qtvtm 
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STRANRAER, in Wigrtoiishire, is pkuanily titmited 
at the end of Lock-Ryan Bay. The barboar ii safe and 
commodious^ and numerous vessels aie employed in the 
fishing and coastine trade, as well as in importing iron, 
timber, ^c, from the Baltic. Stranraer has an ancient 
Castle, a Custom-house, a Town-house, and Prison. 

About a mile from Stianiaer is Ctdhom, the beautilul 
seat of the Earl of Stair. Pop. S468. Jnm j the Geoige, 
the King's Arms. 

PORT PATRICK, in Wigtonshire, is the nearest 
point of Gieat Britain to Ireland, and the best place for 
crossing from one country to the other, the distance 
being only twenty-one miles.. The town is delightfully 
situated, and is much frequented for sea-bathing during* 
the summer months. The harbour is commodious though 
difficult of access, and the quay, which has a light- 
house, is one of the finest in England. A considerable 
trade-is carried on in the importation of black cattle and 
horses from Ireland. To the West of the town, near 
the bay of Float, is an excavation called Good Wife's 
Cave, which has a remaikable echo. Packet-boats sail 
regularly between this port and Donaghadee on the Irish 
side. Pap, 1818. Jtmj the Blair's Arms.

PETERSFIELD, in Hampshire, is a town of eon- 
ftiderable antiquity, principallv supported by its road 
^.lade ; it has a neajt. Chapel of Ease, near which is an 
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equestrian statue of William III. Pop, 1753. Irms; 
the Red Lioii^ the White Hart> the Dolphin. 

Three miles beyoDd Petersfield the road crosses BiUfier 
Hill, from the summit of which there is a delightful 
prospect. 

PORTSDOWN HILL. On the top of this hill, from 
which .the views are remarkably beautiful, is a mouu- 
ment in memory of Lord Nelson. 

PORTSMOUTH, in Hampshire, is the principal naval 
arsenal in the kingdom; it is situated on Portsea island, 
at the mouth of Portsmouth harbour, which for spa- 
ciousness and safety is almost unrivalled, and is de- 
fended by fortifications that render it impregnable. 
Many of the largest ships are always laid up here, and 
in time of war it is the rendezvous of the clumnel fleet. 
The Docks, the Arsenals, the Store-houses, the Block 
Machinery, and, in short, all the stupendous arrange- 
ments made here for building, repairing, and equipping 
a fleet, are eminently calculated to strike the visiter with 
astonishment. During war, upwards of 5000 men have 
been employed here at one time in the various depart- 
ments. 

The principal buildings connected with the Arsenal 
and Dock-yards are the Commissioner's House, the 
Naval Academy, a neat Chapel, the Victualling-Office, 
the Government House, the Port Admiral's House, and 
the Marine and Military Barracks. The other objects in 
Portsmouth worthy of notice are the Church, sur- 
mounted by a lofty spire, forming a good mark for sea- 
men ; the Promenade along the fortifications round the 
town; and the House in High Street, where Felton 
assassinated the Duke of Buckingham. Here also are 
several Charitable Institutions and Meeting-houses, a 
Town Hall, a Theatre, a ^ree Grammar School, Assem- 
bly Rooms at the Crown Inn, and a Town Prison. 

Adjoining Portsmouth is Portsea, originally a suburb, 
but now a much larger and more populous place than 
the present town. Pop. of Portsmouth ■ and Portsea 
45,648. Jnns; the Crown, the Fountain, the George, 
the Navy Tavern.

GOSPORT^in Hampshire^ is a populous and strongly- 
fenifled town on the W. side of Portsmouth Harbour;

One of the principal 
buildings is the Freemason's Lodge, and in the vicinity 
is Haslar Hospital, a noble establishment for the relief 
of sick and wounded seamen, capable of accommodating 
upwards of 2000 men. Gosport also possesses a Roman 
Ciitholic Chapel, a Chapel of Elase^ several Meeting- 
houses, and a Dissenters' College. On the N. of tbe 
town are Weovil's brewery and cooperage, and acrosa 
the lake, in the same direction, is Priddy's Hard, an 
immense powder magazine.

CHESTERFIELD, in Derbyshire, is a comiderable 
trading town on the W. bank of the Bother; its prin- 
cipal manufactures are cotton and worsted stockings, b^t 
it has also manufactories of shoes, carpets, and earthen- 
ware, and in the vicinity are iron woriLs. The town is 
irregularly built, but it has a neat Town Hall, and a 
handsome Church, remarkable for the construction of 
the spire, which is so twisted as to appear leaning in 
whatever direction it is seen. Pop, 5077. Innf; the 
Angel, the Falcon. 

SHEFFIELD, in the W. Riding of Yorkshire, is a 
large, populous, and opulent town, situated on an emi* 
nence, at the confluence of the Don and the Sheaf, and 
long celebrated for its manufactures of cutlery and 
plated goods. The cheapness' of the articles made her^ 
which has been assisted by the aid of machinery^ and 
the abundance of coal found in the vicinity, has given 
them a superiority in most markets, domestic and fo- 
reign. The town is regular and well built, though the 
nature of its trade renders the houses dingy and the air 
smoky. 

The principal buildings are three Churches, in one of 
whichj called Trinity Church, formerly St. Peter's^ is 
buried Wm. Walker, supposed to have been the exe- 
cutioner of Charles L ; the Town Hall i Cutler's Hall ; 
the Duke of Norfolk's Hospital, with a handsome cha- 
pel; numerous Meeting-bouses; a Roman Catholic 
Chapel; the Theatre ^nd Assembly Rooms; the new 
Music Hall ; and about half it mile W. of the town, the 
General Infirmary. Sheffield has also a Free Grammar 
School, and several other Charitable Institutions. Pop. 
48,157. Inru; the Angel, the Commercial Inn, the 
Tontine, the King's Head. 

3ARNSLEY. ^e No. 102; . . 
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WAKEWBID 18 a large and well-btiilttown overlook* 
iHg the Cakler^ and considered one of the handsomest 
towns in the W. riding 6f Yorkshire ; it has manafac- 
tories of cloths, camblef s, and fancy goods, which last 
are iiold in a handsome 1^11, resembling those of Leeds^ 
and carries on a considerable tmde in wool. The prin- 
cipal objects worthy of notice are the Old Church, a 
fihe Gothic structure, with the highest spire in the 
oounty $ the New Church, an elegant edifice erected' 
towards the close of the eighteenth century ; and a very 
beautiful and richly adorned Gothic Chapel on the bridge 
over the Calder, ^ilt in its present form by Edward IV., 
ift memory of his father and followers, who perished in a 
battle fought near this town. Wakefield has also a 
handsome Market Cross, several Meeting-houses, a Fre^ 
Grammar School, a House of Correction, and numerous 
Charitable Institutions. About two miles from Wake* 
field is a Bace-course, where races are held in Septem- 
ber. Pop. 10,764. Jnnss the Strafford Arms, the White 
Hart. 

LEEDS is a well built, commercial, and opulent town^ 
situated on the Aire, in the W. Riding of Yoikshire; its 
chief manufiacture is cloth, but it has also manufactories 
of linen, thread, sacking, canvass, kerseymeres, carpets, 
and cotton. It is, likewise, the principal mart fbr thti 
woollen manufiictures of the W. Riding, particularly 
cOifoured and white broad cloths, and in its vicinity are 
several forges, potteries, and collieries, and numerous 
mills fbr fulling cloth, grinding rape-seed, cutting to- 
bticco, ■^. 

The principal objects worthy of notice are the Mixed 
Cl6tfa Hall, a building of amazing extent, erected in 1758, 
for the «ale of coloured cloth ; the White Cloth Hall^ 
built in 1775, a quadrangular. edifice similar to the pre- 
ceding, bdth occupied by persoAs who have served a 
regular Apprenticeship; the Hall in Albion Street for 
those clothiers wh6 have not regularly served ; St. Pe- 
ter's Church, a venemble fabric in the pointed style of 
architecture, containing several ancient monuments, and 
a ilne painting 6f the Last Supper; St. John^s, erected 
i» 16«4 by J. HlimseD, Esq., who is buried wiAiA its 
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walU ; St. PanFs^ a handsome ttone Church, opened in 
1794 ; Trinity I an elegant stone edifice ; St. James's, in 
the form of an octagon ; the New Maiket, and the New 
Church, erected in 1824 ; the Philosophical and Literary 
Hall in Park Row, a neat stone edifice, comprising a 
Museum, Lecture Room, and Library ; and the New Court 
House and Prison at the end of the same street. 

Leeds also possesses numerous Meeting Houses, a 
Catholic Chapel, a Free Grammar School, an Infirmary, 
and other Charitable Institutions, a Theatre, and As- 
sembly Rooms. It enjoys the benefit of water-carriaige 
to the Eastern as well as Western Seas, by means of the 
river Aire and Leeds and Liverpool Canal. Another 
Canal extends from the Aire to Selby . 

About three miles from Leeds, is Temple Newfome, a 
seat of the Marquis of Hertford, distinguished by a sin- 
gular inscription executed in stone, and forming the 
battlement of the mansion. It is adorned with a fine 
collection of pictures. Pop. 83,796. Jnnt; the Bull, 
and Month, the Golden Lion, the Talbot, the Rose and 
Crown, the White Horse. 

HAREWOOD, in the W. Riding of Yorkshire. At 
this town is Harevocod House, the magnificent seat of 
the noble Earl of that name. It is a stone structure of 
Corinthian architecture, very elegantly finished, and 
superbly ornamented with painted ceilings and other 
appropriate decorations. The gardens and pleasure- 
nounds were laid out by the celebrated Brown. The 
Church is a venerable structure, containing, amongst 
other tombs, that of Judge Gascoigne, who committed 
Henry V., when Prince of Wales, to prison, for insult- 
ing him whilst administering justice. Here also may be 
seen the remains of Harewood Castle. Pop, 849. ifiit i 
the Harewood Arms. 

HARROWGATE, or HARROGATE, in the W. 
Riding of Yorkshire, is celebrated for its mineral wa- 
ters, which annually attract more than SOOO visiters. 
The village, which abounds with delightful scenery, 
and enjoys a salubrious air, is divided into High and 
Low, situated about half a mile from each other ; the. 
^onoerj containing the chalybeate^ and the latter, the 
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sulphureous springs^ and another, combinifig th^ qua* 
lities of both. The season lasts firom May* to Michael* 
mas; and the visiters are most of them aceommodated at 
several large inns> situated on a heathy each having a 
long room and ordinary at a moderate charge. Here 
also are several lodging-houses, a Theatre, Biliiard 
Rooms^ a Chapel, and a newly-constructed promenade. 
Pop. 1934. Irms; the Dragon, the Gianby,>the -Queen's 
Head, at High Harrowgate ; the Crown, the Half Moon, 
the White Hart, at Low Harrowgate* 

RIPLEY, in the W.. Riding of Yorkshire, is a small 
town, with a Free School and an ancient Castle. The' 
Church contaios several monuments, and in the church- 
yard is the pedestal of an ancient cross. Pop. 1182. 
Inn; the Star. 

RIPON, iii the W. Riding of Yorkshire, is a town of 
considerable antiquity, situated between the Ure and the 
Skell. The streets are irregularly built, but the Market 
Place is a very handsome square, having, in the centre, 
a lofty obelisk, erected by J. Aislabie, chancellor *of 
the exchequer in the reign of George I. ^ The Church is 
a venerable structure, formerly attached to a monastery* - 
founded by Wilfrid, Archbishop of York, and rebuilt 
in the reign of Edward III. It contains numerous monu- 
ments, a -well^painted altar-piece, and a beautiful 
painted window, executed by Peckitt of York. 

Ripon also possesses an elegant Town Hall, erected 
in 1801 ; a very neat Theatre ; several Meeting Houses i 
a Free Grammar School, and numerous other Charitable 
Institutions. This town was formerly noted for the ex- 
cellence of its spurs, which gave rise to the proverb, 
" As true Steel as Ripon rowels." At the E. end of Ri- 
pon, near the Church, is a'Tumulus, said to have been 
raised by the Danes. In the vicinity is a common, where 
annual horse-races are held. 

About S miles from Ripon, on the opposite side of the 
Ure, is Newby Hall, the seat of Lord Grantham, erected 
fnom designs by < Sir C. Wren. Its principal internal de* 
corations are, a spacious statue gallery, containing one 
of the most valuable collections of sculpture in the king* 
dom ; a beautiful hall, in which is *an organ, and a 
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cutiOQi \nlM ttble; ft diningHroom, anperbly pftinted* 
with mythological subjects ; a drawing'-room, bvng with 
GobeliA tapestry ; and numeroas fine paintitigs. 

Three mi let W. of Ripon is Studiey Royal, an elegant- 
manaton, containing numerous handsome apanmeata, 
and a fine collection of pictures, bat principally c^le-'* 
btated for its pleasute-groands, tastefully adorned with 
statues^ temples, Ac, and with the beautiful remains of 
/bMtfttffM Abbey, the iriost perfect vestige of a m<>na^e 
building in England. Near these ruins, is Haekfall, a 
roaiatttte valley of great beauty, said to have been once 
inhabited by witches. Pop, 4568. Iim$; the Norfolk 
Atm$, the Unicom.

proseeution of which it employs more vessels than any 
other place in Elngland ,* but it also carries on an exten- 
aive traffic in coals, oil, com, and timber, and has a coa« 
oidemble foreirn trade to the Baltic, the Southern parkb 
^f Europe^ and America.

Hull also possesses two other Churcheiy 
several Meeting Houses, a G^i^ral Infirmary^ numerovp 
Hospitals ^od Charity Schools, a Library and Museun^ 
« laige Theatre, a Custom Hoose^ and a Citadel strongly 
fortified* Pep. 31,485. Inns; the Cross Keys, the 
JNeptune, the George^ the Cross Keys and Saracen's 
Jitad, the Paxagon. 

BEVERLEY, in the £. Riding of Yorkshire^ isa coin 
liderable town, situated near th^ Hull, at the foot of the 
York Wolds. The houses are elegant, and the princi- 
.pal street is terminated by. an ancient gateway. 6t, John's 
Church, generally called the Minster, is a superb edifice, 
surmounted by two lofty towers, and adorned with sevd- 
ral monuments of the Earls of Northumberland. St. 
Mary's Church also is a handsome building. Beverley 
carries on a considerable trade in com, and has a direct 
communication with the Hull by a canal. Pop. 7508.

SCARBOROUGH, in the N. Riding of Yorkshti^^ is 

. delightfully situated in the recess of a bay, whence it 

rises in an amphitheatrical form to the snmmit of a 

cliff or scar, from which it derives its name. It hns a 

• i|»acioiis harfcout, formed by a noble pier, and is the 

only l^rt between th9 Humher and the Tyn9 sapfible of 
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affording^ shelter to lari^ veaiels during^ Eaitern gales. 
Its trade consists principally in the export of com, salt 
flsh, and provisions, and in the import of coals, goods 
from London, and Baltic commodities ; but it has also 
ship-yards, rope-walks, and a sail manufactory. 

ScaTboTOOgh^ however, is chiefly celebrated as the 
resort of company for drinking its waters, and for sea- 
bathing. It has two mineral wells, one chalybeate, the 
other saline ; and the waters are generally taken in the 
morning. The lodging-houses are elegant and commo- 
dious, and the buildings on the cliff delightfully situated, 
with a terrace in front, 100 feet above the level of the 
•ea. Scarborough has also a Theatre; an Assembly 
Room; the remains W an ancient Castle, adorn ii^ the 
summit of a lofty promontory, and commanding a fine 
view ; a Church, formerly attached to a Cistercian mo- 
nastery; several Meeting Houses; Warm Baths; .Li* 
bmries ; and a Seamen's Hospital. 

About five miles from Scarborough is Haeknet$ Hall, 
a noble mansion, erected near the supposed site of 
St. Hilda't CeU. Pop, S5S6, Inns ; the Black Ball, 
the New Inn, the Gieorge, the Newborough Arms^ the 
Blacksmith's Arms, the Talbbt, the Golden Bull.

TADCASTER, in the W. Riding. of Yorkshire, is a 
seat and well-built town, situated, on the Wharf, over 
which is a very handsome bridge.

About three miles from Tadcaster, between Towton 
and Saxton, is a ridge of high ground, remarkable as the 
scene of a famous contest between the armies of York 
and Lancaster, in 1461.

Abomt nz miles beyond Tadcaster, on the rights ia 
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^ Bi$hcpdh&rp, the palace of tbei Archbishops of YoA, 
• eoBtainiog a chapel adorned with painted glass by 
'Peckett of York^ at the expense of Archbishop DruoH 
' moBdj who also rebuilt the parish Church in an elegant 
style, and enriched it with a painted window. 

YORK, the Eboracnm of the Romans, is situated on 
the Ouse and the Fosse, and has long been regarded as 
the. capital df the N. of England, and the second city in 
-the kingdom* though in wealth and population it is now 
'left far behind several trading towns. It is divided into 
•four districts, which derive their- names from the city 
gates, or bars, Mickle Gate, Bootham Gate, Monk Gate, 
and Walm Gate; but it is principally distinguished for 
•its Cathedml, or Minster, which from its mass, its gran* 
dear, and its aichitectural beauties, is generally pktced 
at the head of the Gothic structures of this kingdom* 
The W. front is extremely superb, the £. has a very 
'fine window ; the lantern-4ower is ornamented with 
-peculiar tasle ; the nave is larger than any except that 
of St. Peter's at Rome; nearly all the windows are of 
painted glass, representing sacred subjects; and there are 
nameroas ancient and magnificent monuments^ amongst 
which may be seen those of Archbishop Scrope and 
Sir George Saville. The Chapter House is a fine octagon 
building, with a painted roof; on the N. W. of the 
Cathedral is the Library. 

Besides the Cathedral, there are twenty-one parish 
Churches within the walls, and three in the suburbs ; 
the most remarkable are, AH Saints, in North Street, 
adorned with some fine painted glass; St. Mary^s, in 
Castle Gate, distinguished by a beautiful spire; All 
Halloii^s, a fine specimen of Gothic AichHecttiie, built 
with the ruins of the ancient Eboracum ; St; Dennis, 
containing, under a large blue marble tomb in the choir« 
the .remains of an Earl of Northumberland; and St. 
Margaret's, having a singular porch, oraamented with 
the signs of the Zodiac, and other hieroglyphics. . 

The other objects in York deserving notice are, the 
Temains of St. Mary's Abbey, on the N. side of the city; 
the Mickle Gate, and near it, the Gateway whitfh formed 
<ha entraoGe to thus Priory of the Holy Trinity, both

CHALFONT ST. GILES, in Buckinghamshire, is 
remarkable as havioj^ been the residence of Milton, 
during the plague which raged in London in 1 665. Pop, 
1104. 

AMERSHAM, in Buckinghamshire, is an iocient 
tosrn, vhieh mamilactures la^ quantities of bWek lace 
and cotton. It has a Town Hall, built by Sir W. Piake 
in 1648, and a spacious Church, containing several 
monuments of the Drake family^ one of which was exe- 
cuted by Scheemakers.

AYNHOE ON THE HILL, in Northamptonshire, is 
wo ealTed from its situation on an eminence near the 
Charwell. Pop. 719. Itmj the Red Lion. 

ADDERBURY, in Oxfordshire, is a yillage, with a 
Oothie Church containing severel monuments ; near a 
' spot ealled the Green, are the ruins of a mansion belong- 
ing to the Cobb fsmily, and at a short distance tormerly 
stood (he superb residence of the Duke of Buecleugh, 
now reduced to a commodious modem building. Within 
these walls, formerly resided the notorious Wilmot, Earl 
of Rochester; whose state bed is still preserved here, 
and was once slept in by the bard of Twickenham. 

BANBURY to EDGE HILL. See No. 18. 

STRATFORD ON AVON. See No. 19. 

ALCE8TER, in Warwickshire, is situated near the 
confluence of the Alne and the Arrow, and is supposed 
to have been a Roman station. It has a neat Church, a 
Market House, and a Free School, and employs about 
600 persons in the manufacture of needles. Pop. 9999. 
Jnn; the Angel. 

About two miles firom Alcester, is Ragiey HaU, the 
■eat of the Manjuis of Hertford, built bv Lord Con- 
way about the middle of the last century, but since im- 
proved under the direction of Mr. Wyatt. The house 
has four fronts, all displaying architectural beauty, and 
is ntuated in a delightful park. 

BROME8GROVE, in Worcestershire, is situated on 
the^ Salwarp, and consists principally of one street, in 
which are many old houses curiously ornamented, lis 
•ftthabitants are employed in the manufacture of needles, 
nails, and linen, and it has a Free Grammar School. 
The Church is an elegant Gothic edifice, situated on an 
eminence, and distinguished by a ilne^tower and spire. 
|i4ailie«^ttdoned with some excelkm ataiMd gteaa^ aad 
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aeveral ancient raonnmento. This parish alsor eonlatM 
three i^mark^ble echoes, and in that part called Barnat 
Green, is a chalybeate spring, and a petrifying well. 
Pop, 7519. Imu; the Crown, the Golden Cross. 

About three nailes from Bromesg^ove, iB.Hewell 
Orange, a noble mansion belonging to the Earl of Plj- 
moatb. 

KIDDERMINSTER, in Worcestershire, is an exten- 
sive and well-built town, situated on the Stour, and 
famous for the manufacture of carpets, which are r^- 
mailiable for the brilliancy and durability of their co- 
lours. The principal objects worthy of notice are, the 
Church, a noble Gothic pile, containing numerous mo* 
numents; the Walks in the church-yard, commanding 
fine views of the town and its vicinity ; the Town Hall 
and Market House, a heavy structure, beneath which is 
the Prison ; and the Promenades along the banks of the 
Stour, particularly that leading to Round Hill, about 
half a mile distant, where there is a chalybeate spring. 
Kidderminster also possesses a Free Scnqol, ' several 
Meeting Houses, Assembly Rooms, Reading Societieai, 
a Billiard Room, and several Charitable Institutions. 

In the vicinity are several interesting objects, particu- 
larly the remains of an ancient Castle on the banks of 
the Canal ; the vestiges of an encampment at WasstU 
Hill, about half a mile from the Severn, and a chaly- 
beate s|3ring at Sandbtim, Richard Baxter, the cele- 
brated divine, was for many years vicar of Kidderminster, * 
and Baskerville the printer was bom near it. Pop 
15,996. Inm; the Lion, the Black Horse. 

BRIDGNORTH, in Shropshire, is delightfully situated 
on the banks of the Severn, over which is a handsome 
bridge of seven arches. It is divided into two parts, the 
Upper and the Lower Town ; the former stands on a hill 
sixty yards above the bed of the river, and has a com- 
munication with the bridge by a curious walk hewn out 
of the rock. Many of th^ cellars are also cut out of the 
rock, and are covered by gardens and foot-paths. Bridge- 
north has two. Churches, several Meeting Houses, and a 
Free School ; and besides its traffic on Uie liver^ carries

The distance from Southampton to Cowes, in the Isle 
of Wight, is fifteen miles. Steam TesseU perform the 
voyage every morning during the summer in about an 
hour and a half, and return in the albemoon. Vessels 
likewise sail daily from Portsmouth to Ryde, the dis- 
tance between which is about six miles. 

As the limits of this woik wiH not allow a detailed 
account of this beautiful island, we have endeavoined, 
in the following Routes, to point out all the prineipal 
objects worthy of notice, and the best method of vtmttng 
them. If the tmyeller takes up his residence at New- 
port, which is situated almost in the centra of theialwMl, 
he may visit its principal beantiei in three i)^ I6iif •dlip. 
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tlii6Ugh for a min«ite inspection of all^ he would require 
as many weeks. 

COWES, at which the tfaVeller will land, if he sails 
.ftom Sontharapton^ is delightfully situated on a steep 
eminence, at the mouth of the Medina or Cowes Rives. 
The streets are narrow, and the houses ill built, but the 
maimer in which they rise one above another from tha 
water's edge* give* them a romantic appearance. At 
the entrance of the harbour is a Castle, erected by 
Benry VIII., and to the west of it are kept numerous 
%«tibing^matfhtnei^ as this place is nwch frequented 
during the sumntier. The hotels here are good, and car* 
■■ rkges may be hired to make excursions in the island. 
Stages are constantly going from Cowes to Newport.

NEWPORT, the principal town in the island, . is a 
Vell-boilt aud populous place/ situated on the W. bank 
of the Medina, which is navigable to the quay. The 
principal objects of attention are the Church, in which 
the Princess Elizabeth, the second daughter of Charles I., 
'Was buried^ the Free School, where this unfortunate 
Monarch held a conference with the Parliamentary Com- 
missioners; the Public Library, or Isle of Wight Insti- 
tution, a handsome building in the principal street; the 
Market House ; the Theatre, and the Assembly Rooms. 

Newport has also several Meeting Houses and a Ro- 
man Catholic Chapel, and near it, on the road to Cowes, 
Jifethe Albany Barracks, capable of accommodating 
SOOO men. The inhabitants of Newport are chiefly em- 
pkyfed m the manufacture of starch and hair-powder, 
and ^e making of cracknells and biscuits for the navy. 
The markets- are well supplied with provisions, parti- 
^etlklrly poultry and butter, but fish is scarce. In the 
Yicinity are several corn-mills, and a well-regulated 
blouse of Industry. Horses, Carriages, or Chaises, may

THE WESTERN TOUR. 
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CARISBROOK is a small village^ with a fine Gothic 
Churchy but is principally noted for iCs Castle^ which 
occupies the summit of a conical eminence. It was for- 
merly the most important fortress in the island^ and is 
celebrated as having been the prison of Charles I. 
The well here is shown to visiters on account of its re- 
markable depth, and the Keep, which is still in tolera- 
ble condition, commands a very fine view. The Gate- 
way has a picturesque appearance, and near it is the 
window^ from which^ it is said, Charles attempted to 
escape. 

Thence, by the pretty village of Shorvoell, — Brixton,-^ 
MoUesione, at which are vestiges of a Druidical Tem- 
ple; — Brook, to 

FRESHWATER GATE, consisting of only two or 
three houses, one of which is a small inn. The CUffs 
Ipere are remarkable for flinty strata, and in those W. of 
Freshwater Bay is a curious natural cavern, only acces- 
sible at low water. The Light House on the summit of 
the Cliffs commands fine sea views. 

THE NEEDLES consist of perpendicular rocks in 
the ocean, at the W. extremity of the island. They de- 
rived their name from a lofty pointed rock in the shape 
of a needle, which fell down . about fifty years ago. 
Near the Needles is AUum Bay, the view of which is

The traveller passes by St, George^t and Arrelxm 
DawfUf — Bmuton, to 

SHANKLIN, a small village, with a tolerable htt. 
The Chine, which is one of the principal curio- 
sities in the island, is a picturesque chasm, com- 
mencing about a quarter of a mile from the shole, 
and becoming gradually wider and deeper as it ap- 
proaches the sea. Through this chasm flows a small 
rill, which at one j^tace forms a fall, whilst, in other 
parts, it is almost hidden by the luxuriant foliage with 
which the Chine is adorned. 

Between Shanklin and Bonchureh is Luecombe Ckiue, 
which is very thickly wooded^ and is likewise embel- 
lished by a small rivulet. 

fiONGHURCHa or St. BouUkee, ir » very pietmea^tte 
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vilkee^ flitaated on a landslips the bold ft-agments of 
which give it a very romantic appearance. Nearfy 
opposite Boniface Cottftge is a singular rock^ whence a 
ilne view of the village, as well as of the sea, may be ob- 
tained. Beyond Boncharch commences the romantic 
tract called Vnd&rclif, which extends along the shote as 
far as the Sandrock Hotel, and presents a scene of singu- 
lar beauty. 

YENtNOR has two inns where tolemble acCOn(imo- 
dation may be obtained^ the New Itui and the Crab and 
Lobster. Beyond it is Steephill, the seat of the Earl of 
Dysart, a imall^ bol elegant building, stttiated in de- 
lightful grounds. On the opposite side of tlie road is a 
Waterfall, and a pleasing walk to -the shore. 

ST. LAWRENCE is rematkable for the size of its 
chiirch, which is said to be the smallest in the kingdom. 
It is only twenty feet long, and twelve broad. In its 
vicinity are several charming villas. 

SANDROCK HOTEL, or ROCK COIT'AGE, is a 
tolerable inn, situated on an eminence commanding a 
very fine prospect of the sea. About one mile and a 
half W. ofthis house jis the Sandrock Spring, said to be 
the strongest aluminous chalybeate spring in existence ; 
and a short distance beyond it is Black GatM ChvMy a 
rude chasm on the S. W. declivity of St. Catharine's 
Hill. The view of this Chine from the shore is very 
atrikhig, particularly after heavy rain, when the water 
from the hill falls over the rock in a continuous stream, 
drriages cannot approach within three-quarters of a 
mile, bnt the foot road to the edge of the precipice is 
tolerably good, and there are generally persons on the 
apot to point out the best path to the beach. 

NITON is a small village on the E. base of the lofty 
Bt. Catharine, f^om the summit of which it is about a 
mile distant. The Church is very an«ient^ and in the 
ehtifchyafd are the steps of a cross supposed to have 
been used in former times for the purpose of b&pti«ih.

TEWKESBURY, in Oloucesterflhlre, i« pleasantly 
sitaaied at the junction of the Severn and the Atob. 
The principal object worthy of notice is the Church, 
originally attaclied to an Abbey : it is a stately strnc- 
tuie, exhibiting an interesting specimen of Norman ar- 
chitecitire^ joined with that of later ages^ and contains 
the monuments of many persona of note, and the relics 
of those who fell in the battle of Tewkesbury. Prince 
Edward, son of Henry Yf., who was inhumanly but* 
chered after the engagement, was also buried here. The 
windows are adorned with painted glass, and several of 
the monuments are exquisitely sculptured in the Gothic 
style. From the summit of the tower there is a delight- 
ftil prospect, embracing Gloucester, Cheltenham^ and 
the meanderings of the Avon and the Severn* The 
Gateway, which once formed the entrance to the Abbey, 
still remains ; and behind the Church, are vestiges, of the 
cloisters. In the meadow also, behind the Church, may 
be perceived an Echo, which repeats the human voice 
distinctly. 

Tewkesbury possesses a Town Hall, built by Sir W. 
Codrington ; a Market House \ a House of Industry ; a 
Free School ; a Gaol ; a handsome iron Bridge over the 
Severn, erected in 1835 \ and' Meeting Houses. It has 
a considerable trade in malting, and manufactures eottoa 
stockings and nails. 

The Battle of Tewkesbury, between the Yorkists and 
Lancasterians^ in 147 1^ took place in the meadows near 
tl)e town. The spot where the action is supposed to

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have been most sangnuiary still retaiDs the name of the 
Bloody or Gaston's Field, and is situated a short distance 
to the right of the House of Industry.

Near it is a large bosurding-house, and an inn for the 
accommodation of visiters. About two miles and a half

GREAT MALVERN, a villa^ of consideiable anti- 
quity, situated on the N.E. declivity of the Malvem 
ridge, and the principal place of accommodation for 
those, who visit the Wells. .It possesses a Church, 
erected by Sir Reginald Bray, the favourite architect of 
Henry VII., and richly adorned in the ^Gothic style : its 
tower is particularly elegant, and it 'contains several 
curious monuments.. Behind the Crown Hotel is St. 
Anne's Well, to which is attached a Pump Room. 

Great Malvem has numerous Lodging and Boarding 
Houses, and is surrounded by scenery of the most beau- 
tiful description ; behind it the Malvem Hills rise 1300 
feet above the level of the Severn, and before it extend 
the delightful vales of Worcestershire. Pop* 1568. Inns ; 
the Crown Hotel, the Foley Arms.

The sands 
being level, are well adapted for bathing and prome- 
nading, and the town is sheltered by the South Down 
Hills. Worthing has no Chikrch, but there is a hand- 
some Episcopal Chapel, a Meeting House, a commo- 
dious Market Place, and a neat Theatre. Here also ar* 
several Libraries, numerous Boarding Houses, Warm 
Baths, &c., for the accommodation of visiters. Along 
the beach is a good Promenade, and the rides and walks 
in the vicinity are particularly pleasing. The trav«ller 
should not omit to visit the Miller's Tomb, commanding 
a fine vi.ew ; the house at Salvington in whieh SeMeiH 
was borii ; and Taring, containing the only fig orchard in 
England.

Hall, the seat of Lord Huntingfield, and one of the no- 
blest mansions in the county. The front, which is 8^0 
feet long, is adorned with Corinthian columns, and the 
interior is embellished with a valuable colleption of 
Dutch and Flemish masters.

LOWESTOFT, in Suffolk, is situated on a cliff above 
the sea, on the most easterly point of England. It en- 
joys a fine view of the German Ocean, particularly from 
the gardens on . the slope of the cliff, and when viewed 
from the sea presents a more picturesque appearance 
than any other town on the coast. The Church, situated 
about half a mile from the town, contains several ancient 
monuments, and in the High. Street is a Chapel. Lowes- 
toft has been lately much frequented as a bathing-place, 
for which its sands are well adapted. It possesses a 
Theatre, a Public Reading - Room, a Town Hall, and 
two Light Houses. Its commerce is chiefly derived from 
the herring and mackerel . fisheries, but especially the 
former, the Lowestoft herrings • being greatly famed. 
Pop. 3675. Innt; the. Crown, the Queen's Head. 

YARMOUTH, in Norfolk, is a considerable sea-port, 
famous for its herring fishery in October and Novem- 
ber, for which it stands unrivalled. Mackerel are also 
taken here in abundance during May and June ; and the 
town carries on a considerable trade with various ports 
of Europe. The town is laid but in the form of a paral- 
lelogram, the streets of which, running from north to 
south, are connected by 156 narrow alleys, called rows; 
and this mode of building has introduced the use of a 
particular kind of one horse vehicle for conveyance 
from one part to another. 

The principal objects in Yarmouth deserving notice, 
are, the Church, containing an organ said to be inferior 
only to that at Haerlem in Holland j St. George's Chapel,
